( ment the blessing of 
perfect tranquillity 

amid scenes of turmoil and 
strife in a world torn by 
dissension and war. This is 
the Divine pledge to those who remain stead- 
fast in their faith and maintain their confidence 
in the certainty of the covenant promises of 
God. Even though circumstances and surround- 
ings seemingly repudiate the Divine assurances, 
those who fully trust the Lord know they can 
rely upon Him. They are willing, therefore, to 
exercise patience in waiting, knowing that in 
His own time all will come to pass as foretold. 

Everyone who has placed his trust in all 
that the Lord has declared can say with the 
prophet: “For thou hast been a strength to the 
poor, a strength to the needy in his distress, a 
refuge from the storm, a shadow from the heat, 
when the blast of the terrible ones is as a storm 
against the wall” (Isa. 25: 4). Smith and Good- 
speed translate the last sentence: “When the 
breath of the ruthless is like a storm in winter.” 

This is a time in human history that tests 
the quality of the faith of those who profess to 
believe in the ultimate triumph of the Divine 
purpose. A ruthless nation is preparing for war 
of such magnitude and destructiveness that, 
except for Divine intervention, total disaster 
will engulf all peoples. Shelter from the fiery 
blast of sudden atomic attack is imperative, yet 
men of science can give no guarantee of safety 
from its dire effects. 

But God has promised His people: “No 
weapon that is formed against thee shall 
prosper; and every tongue that shall rise 
against thee in judgment thou shalt condemn” 
(Isa. 54: 17). This follows the declaration that 
the enemy will surely gather his forces against 
God’s people. Nevertheless, the Lord states: 
“In righteousness shalt thou be established: 
thou shalt be far from oppression; for thou 
shalt not fear: and from terror; for it shall not 
come near thee” (Isa. 54: 14). 

It shall not come near thee! What blessed 
assurance this is, supporting the testimony of 
the Psalmist: “Thou shalt not be afraid for the 
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perfect peace, 
Whose mind is stayed on thee: 
Because he trusteth in thee.”’ 


terror by night; nor for the 
arrow that flieth by day; 
nor for the pestilence that 
walketh in darkness; nor for 
the destruction that wasteth 
at noonday. A_ thousand 
shall fall at thy side, and ten thousand at thy 
right hand; but it shall not come nigh thee” 
(Ps. 91: 5-7). The Psalmist goes on to show 
that it is the privilege of those of whom he is 
speaking to merely observe the scenes of 
demolition as the old age ends, but not to 
have any part in their destruction: “Only with 
thine eyes shalt thou behold and see the re- 
ward of the wicked” (Ps. 91: 8). 

But this shelter from the storm that will 
blanket the landscape like the raging blasts of 
a winter tempest is not discovered by those 
who do not put their faith in God. Nor will it 
be found by those who are not willing to obey 
the Lord’s righteous commandments. How 
foolish a man would be, who recognized the 
coming of winter, with its icy winds and sub- 
zero temperatures, but refused to prepare a 
home as a shelter for his family against the 
killing cold. Yet he would be no more fool- 
hardy than millions are today who, seeing the 
gathering storm of World War III, ignore the 
necessity to make spiritual preparations against 
the coming holocaust from which there will be 
no physical place to hide. 

When atomic fires begin to burn, the only 
secure place of refuge will be that which is 
experienced by complying with the conditions 
that will bring about the fulfillment of the 
Psalmist’s declaration: “He that dwelleth in 
the secret place of the most High shall abide 
under the shadow of the Almighty. I will say of 
the Lord, He is my refuge and my fortress: my 
God; in him will I trust” (Ps. 91: 1-2). Those 
who claim this place of refuge through Jesus 
Christ, their Saviour, will have no fear when 
the breath of the ruthless ones descends like 
a storm to destroy. The protecting shadow of 
the Almighty will be their shield and they will 
escape to take their place in the new order of 
righteousness where they will see the estab- 
lishment of perfect peace.

tober 9th mentions the 
fact that, while Soviet diplomats talk peace at the UN, 
Russian atomic bombing planes are quietly moving closer 
to the United States. The report, as given in the Boston 
Post for October 10, 1954, is as follows: 


“Two permanent ice floe bases have been established by the 
Soviet air command 155 miles from the North Pole. They are 
equipped with four-engined long-range bombers fitted to carry 
atomic bombs. 

“The story was revealed tonight by the UN representative of a 
Soviet satellite nation. Formerly his country’s military attache 
in Moscow, he is planning to seek asylum in the United States. 

“The Red bases, known as North Pole 3 and 4 to the Russian 
air force, are situated on the 88th parallel, somewhere north of 
the New Siberian Islands. They are about 800 miles from the 
Arctic Sea route between Murmansk, on the Barents Sea, and 
Vladivostok on the Pacific. 

“The Soviet atomic bases were established last spring, shortly 
before the United States abandoned target 3, a similar ice floe 
installation 560 miles northwest of Thule, the American air force 
base in Greenland. 

“Last July, Tass, Soviet news agency, reported establishment 
of ‘scientific stations’ on two floating ice islands in the Polar 
region north and northwest of Alaska. Tass said Soviet experts 
were studying atmospheric conditions and taking depth measure- 
ments of the Arctic Ocean. 

“The informant said the report was circulated in an attempt 
to hide the real nature of the Red activities. Prior to this the 
nearest known Soviet air base to target 3 was on Rudolf Island, 
more than 800 miles northeast of the now abandoned American 
base. 

“Coincident with establishment of the floating airports, the 
Russian air force has stepped up photographic reconnaissance 
of American and Canadian bases in the Arctic. In May, a twin- 
engined Russian military plane carried out a rapid mission over 
target 3. It was supposed by the United States Air Force that the 
plane came from Rudolf Island. 

“Now it can be revealed that the floating Soviet bases were 
already in operation.” 


Woe to those who place any reliance upon the fair words 
of the treacherous leaders of Soviet Russia. The entire 
record of the dealings of the Kremlin, not only with other 
Nations but with their own people as well, demonstrates 
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an inborn treachery that makes their references to peaceful 
co-existence nothing more than a part of a studied propa- 
ganda plan to deceive their intended victims. 





“DesStroyers of the Earth A PREVISION OF the extent 

of the evil aggression of 
Communism was given to John in the Book of Revelation. 
This is the Third Woe, which is the Red Woe that is soon 
to sweep over the earth. The judgment of the wrath of 
God is decreed for that time, for the Lord declares He will 
destroy those who have destroyed the earth (Rev. 11: 18). 
The question arises as to how extensive this destruction is 
to be before God moves in judgment against its instigators. 
It is certain that its extent will be such that it will fully 
justify the designation of its perpetrators as the “destroyers 
of the earth.” 

Cobalt, a lustrous, magnetic metal, is used in alloys from 
which high-speed cutting tools are made. It is a necessary 
element in radio, television and telephone receiver mag- 
nets, and is used in cancer treatment after being made 
radioactive. But it is also a vital ingredient in the manu- 
facture of the most devastating of all atomic bombs. 
Destructive as atom and hydrogen bombs are, the cobalt 
bomb is even more annihilative. An H-bomb with a cobalt 
casing would spread a deadly cobalt isotope over a vast 
space, killing everything in the area, according to the 
belief of scientists. 

The Kremlin is well aware of the destructiveness of the 
cobalt bomb and might possibly have them in production 
before we do. They would have no compunctions about 
their use so long as they destroy others and not themselves. 
The production of cobalt in Communist countries is very 
small, so the following item of news provides thought- 
provoking insight into the intent of the Kremlin. It was 
reported last April that Italian Communists were under- 
taking to smuggle to the Russians in Austria four and one 
half tons of pure cobalt. This particular shipment was 
detected and stopped, but the number of shipments that 
may have already reached their destination is, of course, 
unknown. 

Is the appellation, “destroyers of the earth,” going to 
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have a literal fulfillment in the Soviet use of this deadliest 
of all bombs? Will they succeed in bringing death and 
destruction to a large area of the world’s surface? Will this 
be the weapon of destruction in their hands that Daniel 
the Prophet refers to: 


“The Russian hordes will establish themselves in Palestine [as 
Ferrar Fenton points out, ‘with destruction in his hand’ (Dan. 
11: 16)] and none will be able to successfully oppose them in 
their campaign.” (Study in Daniel, p. 311.) 


Since it is being definitely established that cobalt is 
being smuggled in quantity behind the iron curtain, there 
is every reason to believe the despots in the Kremlin plan 
to use it to produce a weapon that will put all the earth 
in fear of them. Just the threat of its use, once they have it, 
will gain for them the advantage they are seeking. When 
that day comes the Soviet would not be deterred from 
making an actual demonstration of the effectiveness of 
this weapon if by so doing it would terrorize the rest of 
mankind into submitting to their proposals in order to 
escape its destructive power. 

We almost lost the race to Russia in the production of 
H-bombs? Are we to lose the race with her in the manu- 
facture of a cobalt bomb? If that race is lost, only Divine 
intervention will stand between us and annihilation. It 
may take this kind of supreme crisis to bring the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples into a full realization that, only by turning 
to God with all their hearts, can they hope for deliverance. 

Joel the Prophet depicts just such a serious turn of 
events as confronting God’s people. He describes the 
coming of the Great and Terrible Day of the Lord when 
the nations of the earth will gather for battle. To avert dire 
calamity a national call to repentance will go out and, 
furthermore, national and church leaders will be com- 
pelled to join together in unity in a genuine spiritual 
appeal to God for His help. This is the significance of 
Joel’s statement concerning the kind of command to be 
issued by the governing leaders: 

“‘Assemble the people; order a holy convocation; Gather in the 
elders; collect the children, and the infants at the breast! Let the 
bridegroom go forth from his chamber, and the bride from her 
pavilion! Between the porch and the altar, let the priests, the 
ministers of the Lord, weep; And let them say, ‘Spare thy people, 
O Lord, and make not thy heritage a reproach, that they should 
become a by-word among the nations. Why should they say 
among the peoples, Where is their God?’ ”’ (Joel 2:16-17, Smith & 
Goodspeed Trans.) 


It is certain that the Anglo-Saxon peoples face a serious 
threat to their safety as a nation and this will be used by 
God to bring about the necessary spiritual awakening that 
will enable Him to come to their rescue. ‘Thousands may 
perish before that awakening comes, which is one reason 
why the day will be so terrible. But those of His people 
who finally turn to Him for deliverance will be saved out 
of it and the destroyers of the earth will themselves be 
destroyed. 





Our Achilles Heel Ovr soxpiers have been win- 

ning wars only to see the fruits 
of victory thrown away by the ill-advised diplomacy of a 
political leadership that at times borders on treason. The 
Scottish Rite News Bulletin of September 1954 carried the 
following quotation from The Shriner: 
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““Has it ever occurred to you that in our social system the 
politician is enabled to reach a position of responsibility without 
having any training. He serves no apprenticeship. He masters 
no course of study. He need pass no examinations as to his 
ability. He receives neither a diploma nor a license to practice, 
The veterinary who doctors our dogs and cats is required to 
show more careful preparation for his calling than is the politician 
who seeks to assume the right to direct not only for our industrial 
but much of our personal life.” 


Commenting upon the seriousness of placing untrained 
men in positions of grave responsibility, Paul Harvey said 
in his radio broadcast of August 29, 1954: 


*“Twenty years ago they warned us of global war. They were 
right. Today we are being warned of global suicide. Every peace 
treaty has been nothing but an option on a bigger war. What’s 
the matter? We can whip anybody outdoors but in every indoor 
bout we get beat. 

“Our warriors can fight to the Elba River, but our diplomats 
stop them there. Our soldiers can slug their way from Pusan to 
the Yalu, but our statesmen retreat to the 38th parallel. GI Joe 
American drags himself on his belly all over the bloody map of 
Asia, while some Simple Simon in striped pants is giving it away 
over a cup of pink tea. 

“We are entitled to a national academy of diplomacy. The 
men we train to die for our country are dead for nothing unless 
we have other men trained to win the peace for our country. If 
we can afford to put men through West Point, Annapolis and 
the Air Force academies so we will have capable officers to lead 
us in war, then we owe them an academy to qualify other Ameri- 
cans to lead us to peace.” 


In the past the blunderings of our diplomatic services 
have revealed a deplorable inaptitude on the part of those 
charged with the affairs of state in meeting critical issues 
and solving them in the interests of our national welfare. 
Today there is grave apprehension that men disloyal to 
our country are in our diplomatic services, having access 
to secret documents and giving treasonable assistance to 
our enemies. In a letter written by General Douglas 
MacArthur on April 19, 1953 to Senator Harry Byrd, the 
General said: 


“My own military estimate was that, with our largely un- 
opposed air forces, with their atomic potential, capable of destroy- 
ing at will bases of attack and lines of supply north as well as 
south of the Yalu River, no Chinese military commander would 
dare hazard the commitment of large forces upon the Korean 
peninsula. The risk of their utter destruction through lack of 
supply would be too great. 

‘But by one process or another it was conjectured by, or con- 
veyed to, the Red Chinese that, even though they entered the 
fray in large force, it would be under the sanctuary of being 
relieved from any destructive action of our military forces within 
their own areas. Such a limitation upon the utilization of avail- 
able military force to repel an enemy attack has no precedent 
either in our own history or, so far as I know, in the history of 
the world.” 


General Van Fleet and others have also testified to the 
fact that the Chinese Communists were evidently given 
definite assurances of our limited military action if they 
entered the Korean conflict. The disquieting feature in all 
this is that, as we approach the hot phase of World War III, 
there is no assurance that again, and even under more 
disastrous circumstances, we shall be further sold down 
the river as the result of the activities of diplomats either 
through stupidity on their part or, worse, because they 
are working in the interests of our enemies. 
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If, in the Korean conflict, the Red Chinese were assured 
that General MacArthur would be prevented from attack- 
ing their sanctuary behind the Yalu, what will be the 
extent of the treasonable actions taken when higher stakes 
are involved? President ‘Truman fired General MacArthur 
to prevent him from fighting to win the war against Red 
China. What assurance have we that, in the future, moves 
will not be made to surrender vital strategic positions to 
our foes in critical stages of the conflict? Our Achilles heel 
is the State Department and its diplomatic services, for it 
is through this branch of our government that the enemy 
has been able to make its greatest gains. 

The promised house-cleaning, following the 1952 elec- 
tion, has not become evident in diplomatic activities. We 
are facing a grave situation. Black as the pages of history 
that record our defeat in Korea are, coming diplomatic 
blunders, some of which may be deliberately-planned 
treachery, may write in the blood of our young men who 
will be slain in World War III an account of treason that 
will profoundly shock our nation. 





It Can Happens Own tue 25th anniversary of the 
Wall Street Crash in 1929, John 


Kenneth Galbraight, a professor of economics at Harvard, 
stated in an article in Harper’s Magazine for October 1954 
that an economic debacle like that of 1929 could occur 
again, although doubtless with some variation in pattern. 
He called attention to the events leading up to the 1929 
crash and pointed out that, in the midst of the severest 
drop in the market, some of the nation’s foremost bankers 
and business leaders were still saying that conditions were 
“fundamentally sound.” The time to worry, he said, is 
when important people are again repeating this same 
observation. 

Profuse and voluble have been the recent protestations 
of important men in economic circles who are saying that 
it cannot happen again. They are insisting once more that 
the economy is “fundamentally sound” and they cite the 
laws passed since 1929 to prevent the type of speculation 
that contributed so much to the Wall Street Crash of that 
year. Nevertheless, people still want to know whether a 
similar cycle of speculation and collapse could again occur. 
According to Mr. Galbraight the simple answer is, “Of 
course !”? 

Although the ramifications of the world-wide economy 
are too complex to pinpoint with exactitude the effect each 
phase of economic change will exert in triggering the final 
debacle, we are able to know definitely from the Prophetic 
Word, nevertheless, that the overthrow of the present 
world economy is sure to come. The prophets of the Bible 
tell an altogether different story than that now being told 
by economic experts. The Scriptures call the world econ- 
omy “Mammon” and “‘Babylon the Great.” The violence 
of its overthrow is likened to “a great millstone cast into 
the sea” where “‘it shall be found no more at all’’ (Rev. 
18: 21). It is also described as being entirely consumed by 
a holocaustic burning: 


“And the fruits that thy soul lusted after are departed from 
thee, and all things which were dainty and goodly are departed 
from thee, and thou shalt find them no more at all. The mer- 
chants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall stand 
alar off for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing.” (Rev. 
18: 14-15.) 
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The Bible makes it plain that internal conditions within 
the economic structure itself will be the ultimate factor 
that will cause the collapse of the present world economy. 
Reference was made to these possible internal develop- 
ments, which are now becoming very apparent to those 
alert to the economic outlook, in “A Consuming Fire,” 
Destiny for December 1953 (pp. 404-405). 

That God has marked the present world economy for 
utter destruction is as certain as the veracity of any other 
part of the Bible, which is the Word of God Written. How- 
ever, it appears to be evident that God has purposely hid- 
den the exact timing of this final judgment in order to 
prevent financial capitalization by those who would, if 
they could, use this information for such a purpose. It is 
the Divine command that all should be made aware of 
God’s ultimate purposes pertaining to this evil system, but 
in no particular is this prophetic information given to 
enable anyone to make a profit in money thereby. 

An understanding of the pronouncements of the proph- 
ets against Mammon enables the Spirit-filled Christian to 
properly evaluate the worth of worldly wealth. He will be 
wise to convert that portion of his assets into investments 
which will survive the demise of the dying system that will 
give him full satisfaction in treasure laid up for the age to 
come when the Kingdom of God will be established in its 
full glory upon the earth.

Every Idle Word nv tue eprroriat, “World Prayer 

Urged,” Destiny for November 
1954 (pp. 367-368) attention was called to a requisite 
essential to secure answers to prayer, ““Pay thy vows unto 
the Most High.” It has been pointed out that vows are 
made by both the nation and the individual and inquiries 
have been made concerning what constitutes individual 
vows. 

The dictionary defines a vow as a solemn promise, or 
assertion, to do or to give. Thus, any utterance of man in 
the sight of God to perform or to give is a vow. Under this 
definition a man’s word should be as good as his bond, 
and the failure to fulfill all that one commits himself to 
brings the person under condemnation. The law requires: 


“You must carefully perform the utterance of your lips; what- 
ever you vow to your Ever-Living God, you must give whatever 
you have promised with your mouth.” (Deut. 23:24, Ferrar 
Fenton Trans.) 


Solomon declares a man to be a fool who, having made 
a promise, fails to keep his word. Once having uttered the 
words proclaiming one’s intention, one cannot even escape 
the responsibility of fulfilling what has been promised by 
declaring it to have been spoken in error. Solomon com- 
ments on this attitude: 


“Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy flesh to sin; neither say 
thou before the angel, that it was an error: wherefore should 
God be angry at thy voice, and destroy the work of thine hands?” 
(Ecc. 5: 6.) 


What if one has made a promise and it later turns out 
that to keep it will be to his detriment? The Psalmist has 
something to say about this, for in listing all those who will 
abide in His tabernacle and dwell in God’s holy hill, he 
includes among them: 


“He that sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth not.” (Ps. 
15: 4.) 


Few, indeed, are those today who abide by this require- 
ment and who consider themselves bound inviolably to 
what they have promised, even though it turns out to be 
to their own hurt. There was a time when men were more 
concerned about truthfulness and honor than in the making 
of money. Today, however, with the increase in wealth 
and possessions, coupled with a turning away from the 
strict teachings of the Scriptures, ethical standards are at 
a very low ebb. 

These are days in which it is often true that what is 
spoken has no relation whatever to the person’s intentions. 
Under the guise of “‘propaganda”’ or “‘political campaign 
commitments,” or “diplomatic language,’’ words are 
bandied about in careless disregard of their meaning, few 
regarding the corruption of human speech by such methods 
as a serious indication of the moral degeneration of the 
people. Even the vows taken at the marriage altar are 
quickly broken by many with scarcely a backward thought 
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to the day they were solemnly taken in the presence of 
God and many witnesses. 

When we consider that answer to prayer is predicated 
upon the keeping of our promises, it should make men 
very careful of what they say for, according to Jesus’ in- 
structions: 


“Every idle word that men shall speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment. For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt be condemned.” (Matt. 
12: 36-37.) 


This judgment rendered by Jesus increases a thousand- 
fold the importance of that which we utter with our lips, 
making the words spoken take on the nature of vows under 
the law. David’s petition, as set forth in Psalm 141:3, 
should be the prayer of every Christian: “Set a watch, O 
Lord, before my mouth; keep the door of my lips.” 





Affecting the (limates n Destiny for July 1953, 

under the editorial title, 
“The Weather” (pp. 225-226), attention was called to the 
many disastrous storms which have been taking place in 
recent months. The statement was made: 


““Many feel disposed to ask if the release of atomic energy is 
a contributing factor in causing this violence, following the pat- 
tern established in the days of Elijah when the descent of the 
‘fire of God’ was followed by torrential rains. Tons of radioactive 
dust have been released into the upper stratosphere and as yet 
men are not well enough acquainted with the aftereffects of such 
disturbances to state positively that this is harmless to humap- 
kind.” 

The editorial made these concluding observations: 

‘The misuse of natural forces always brings about retribution 
and the question to ask is whether men are now playing with the 
‘fire of God’ that will bring disaster to the human race. It is only 
natural that scientists will deny all this. We must await the 
verdict of time and perhaps we shall not wait long before that 
verdict is rendered.” 

Right up until recently scientists have continued to deny 
any connection between the weather pattern and the re- 
lease of atomic energy. But now, over a year after the 
above-mentioned editorial was written, a partial verdict 
is being rendered. A belated admission is being made by 
certain authorities that weather disturbances can be 


caused by atomic explosions. In his radio broadcast of 
September 26, 1954, Walter Winchell alluded to this: 


“‘Russian-engineered atomic experiments are in progress near 
the arctic ice cap, the location where the weather originates. 
Respectable authority believes these Communist experiments are 
affecting the climate everywhere.” 


This is evidence confirming our deductions of over 4 
year ago that man’s experimentations are upsetting the 
normal balance that has for centuries controlled the world- 
wide weather pattern. It is very likely that even more 
severe repercussions may result from further protracted 
experiments with atomic and hydrogen bombs which may 
heighten the fear that the Bible indicates will seize men 
because of what is coming upon the earth. 





IN A LETTER dated October 
7, 1954, Mr. J. Bernard 
Nicklin made pertinent reference to the significance of the 
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dates associated with the London conference and the sign- 
ing of the Nine-Power Agreement. Commenting upon the 
import of the chronological pattern thus revealed, he states 
that the ominous character of this October 3rd date is 
unmistakable. The following are excerpts from the informa- 
tion Mr. Nicklin has compiled. 

In Destiny for March 1952, page 96, it was shown that 
the end of hostilities in World War II (August 14-21, 
1945) fell 9 x 1260 days from the commencement of 
hostilities in World War I (July 28 to August 4, 1914).

The events of the week of September 26 to October 3, 
1954, leading to the signing of the Nine-Power Agreement, 
were as follows:

September 27 — Conference on European defense and Ger- 
man sovereignty opens at Lancaster House. ““The most im- 
portant to be held in London since the war” according to 
the London Daily Telegraph. 

October 3 — Nine-Power Agreement signed.

Mr. Nicklin had previously drawn attention to the Sep- 
tember terminal in the above chart, showing its important 
but adverse connection with prior events. It was on Sep- 
tember 12 that President Eisenhower’s National Security 
Meeting was held at Denver, Colorado for the purpose of 
making decisions on three major foreign policy issues: 


1) Continued Chinese Communist threat to Formosa and 
Quemoy. 

2) Collapse of EDC. 

3) Southeast Asian Treaty Organization set up at Manilla 
during previous week. 


On September 13 the Bonn discussions took place be- 
tween Eden and Adenauer to prepare the way for the 
Nine-Power Conference. On this same day President 
Eisenhower announced that the result of the meeting at 
Denver was to reaffirm American policy “to defend the 
vital interests of the United States.” 
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September 13, 1954, fell 840 days from the Bonn Pact, 
signed May 26, 1952. The signing of the Nine-Power 
London Agreement, October 3, 1954, fell 860 days from the 
same date. The chronological factor 840 is 4 of 2520 (2x 
1260), while 860 is 44 of 2580 (2 x 1290).

Note that the “‘plus 2 days” end on the date of the signing 
of the agreement. 

The above timetables provide additional proof to cor- 
roborate what students of the chronological timing of 
prophetic events have long recognized to be true. They 
show conclusively that a specific Divine pattern permeates 
all history and current events fall in line with that pattern. 
Thus men and nations, unknown to themselves, are making 
their plans and ordering their ways in conformity with 
God’s purposes. When the hour strikes, as declared by the 
prophets, “‘in the selfsame day”’ it will come to pass. 





Contravening the Faith 1 is a practice fraught 
with danger to support 
that which we know little or nothing about. It is equally 
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dangerous, however, to oppose carte blanche that with which 
we are not acquainted and have not scrutinized. In the 
latter case, if we repudiate spiritual issues prior to in- 
vestigation, we may be found fighting against God. The 
Pharisees of our Lord’s day were in strong opposition to 
Jesus Christ and His teachings and they later cruelly perse- 
cuted His followers. They represented the scholarship and 
spiritual leadership of the time, but because of their com- 
plete ignorance of the meaning of the Gospel, they fought 
the teachings of Jesus and His disciples as heresy. Time, 
of course, has more than vindicated the Gospel and con- 
demned the position taken by the Pharisees. 

The spiritual leaders who are the Pharisees of today are 
just as vigorously opposing the Gospel of the Kingdom 
and condemning its proclamation as a modern heresy. As 
pointed out in “‘What Saith the Scriptures?”’, Destiny for 
November 1951: 


“Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the identity ponder 
well the fact that they, too, have a tremendous responsibility in 
the sight of God. If it is later proven beyond refutation that their 
conclusions were erroneous, they will not only have led many 
astray, but, most serious of all, if the nation refuses to awaken 
in time to its identity as a result of their opposition, they will 
have become accountable to God for the resulting tribulation 
and chaos.” 


The following excerpts from a letter recently received 
clearly illustrate how men are being hindered in their 
quest for the truth by “blind leaders of the blind’? who 
have themselves refused to earnestly and prayerfully inves- 
tigate the Scriptural facts on which the proclamation of 
the Kingdom evangel rests: 


“A long time ago I read some back issues of your magazine 
and wrote that I liked it very much. Then, under pressure from 
preacher and layman alike, I discarded all of it as a ‘doctrine of 
the last days,’ and false. 

“But much of it remained in my mind as I went from church 
to church seeking satisfaction. I was on a denominational tread- 
mill, always going, getting no place. 

“‘Last Sunday I again attended a meeting and purchased the 
October issue of Destiny, also “The Marks of Israel.’ That article 
on the Old Testament by C. R. Dickey was wonderful. It set all 
things straight in my thinking. So often I have read the old Scrip- 
tures and have been thrilled with the real Fatherhood, the in- 
tense love of God for His people, portrayed there. 

“So often I have wished we today could know God as Israel 
did of old. But it always seemed that preachers sort of gave the 
impression that God and those Scriptures were relegated to the 
background, and that now we go on with Christ and the New 
Testament. I was unhappy about it. 

“Seen as a national message, the Scriptures are now real to 
me and no preacher can ever fool me again. In our language, it 
all ‘makes sense’ now. There is now no more ‘old and new’; the 
Scriptures mean so much and I am so happy in Him. I am 
grateful.” 


It will not do to preach about Jesus Christ and deny 
the facts of Old Testament history which He confirmed. 
It will bring no spiritual satisfaction to refer to ““New 
Testament doctrines’ while at the same time discarding 
the teachings of the Old Testament, the foundation on 
which the New Testament rests. 

The early Christian Church possessed the Old Testa- 
ment only, for this was “‘the Scriptures” they were ad- 
monished to search — and, searching, they believed. ‘The 
resultant convictions gave us the New Testament. The 
failure to search those same Scriptures as the Word of God 
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written has brought into being the whole fabrication of 
modernist unbelief, introducing a leadership into our 
churches that discourages its followers from examining and 
believing the truth. No wonder Jesus raised the issue of 
faith at the time of His return when He asked: 


“When the Son of man cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth?” (Luke 18: 8.) 


The article “the” expresses the meaning of the Greek 
word translated “faith” in this passage and should appear 
in the text, thus making it read, “‘shall he find the faith 
on the earth?” When He comes there will be many beliefs 
and men will have faith in a multitude of doctrines. But 
only a few will be found earnestly contending for the 
faith which was once delivered unto the saints (7.¢., Israel) 
as stated by Jude: 


“Dear friends, I was just on the point of writing to you about 
our common salvation, when it became necessary for me to write 
and appeal to you to come to the defense of the faith that has 
once for all been intrusted to God’s people. For some people 
have sneaked in among us — their doom was foretold long ago — 
godless persons, who turn the mercy of our God into an excuse 
for immorality, and disown our only Master and Lord, Jesus 
Christ.” (Jude 3-4, Smith G Goodspeed Trans.) 


As the present great apostasy deepens, Jude’s appeal 
must be voiced again, for the coming of the Lord is near 
when He will be summoning the faithful, watching ones 
among His people who are to join His royal retinue. 





The Fifth e Amendment, NeEws REPORTS of the 


last year or so have been 
carrying accounts of witnesses before Congressional com- 
mittees refusing to answer and citing the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States as their defense 
for their action. The Constitution provides in the Fifth 
Amendment that, in criminal cases, no man can be com- 
pelled to testify against himself. The clause in this amend- 
ment behind which these witnesses take refuge when ques- 
tioned about their Communist affiliations reads, ‘Nor 
shall any person . . . be compelled in any Criminal Case 
to be a witness against himself.” 

Therefore, when a person cites this amendment as the 
reason for refusing to testify, this is in itself evidence of 
guilt. But it is not proof of guilt, of course; it is simply a 
challenge to prove guilt, which is admittedly difficult to do 
in these cases under the existing laws in this free nation. 

No innocent man would raise the issue of the Fifth 
Amendment, for, not being guilty of any crime, there 
would be no reason for him to refuse to testify in his own 
behalf. It is only those who know their testimony will 
convict them who claim the protection of this amendment. 

Let those who are so ready to condemn the methods 
used in ferreting out Communists in our midst take note 
of these facts. Everyone who hides behind the Fifth Amend- 
ment is guilty as accused and is only trying to avoid giving 
evidence against himself. If their motives were honest and 
their purposes honorable, they would not refuse to answer 
the questions put to them.

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hightly Dividing the Word of Truth 








FTENTIMES the revelation of the 
Scriptures is likened to the 
facets of a diamond because, 

as each truth is viewed from various 
aspects, new light flashes from its con- 
templation as from a gem of spiritual 
understanding. The story was recently 
retold of the cutting of the Cullinan 
Diamond, which was mined in South 
Africa in 1905. In its uncut state, it 
was a huge mass and it was eventually 
cut into 105 stones, two of which were 
for a long time known as the world’s 
largest perfect gems. 

After a team of expert diamond 
cutters had spent many months ex- 
amining the great lump of crystallized 
pure carbon minutely from every angle, 
the conclusion was reached that, when 
it was Cut, it must be struck with one 
blow and separate into exactly five 
pieces. If this was not accomplished, 
the stone would be spoiled. 

A world-famous expert was finally 
chosen to perform the task and as he 
stood in the presence of many other 
experts who had gathered to observe 
his technique, a breathless hush per- 
vaded the room as he took up the 
cutting tool, Beads of perspiration 
stood out upon the expert’s brow as he 
prepared to proceed. When the blow 
had been struck, the stone fell into just 
five parts upon the table and cries of 
elation broke from the watching men. 
But the expert whose skill had accom- 
plished the feat lay in a faint upon the 
floor. 

A tremendous amount of prepara- 
tion, effort, knowledge and skill had 
gone into this project to be certain the 
diamond mass was cut correctly to 
preserve its value. Yet, valuable as 
that precious lump of carbon was, it 
could not compare with the worth of 
the Word of God which deals with the 
issues of eternal salvation or eternal 
loss. Timothy counsels us: 


“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” (II Tim. 2: 15.) 


Rules of Bible Research 


There are those, nevertheless, who 
pay scant attention to the rules of 
Bible research as they attempt to deal 
with the words of the Holy Scriptures,

for they devote little or no time to 
Bible study. If months of preliminary 
scrutiny were required in the cutting of 
the Cullinan Diamond, surely much 
more time than this is required of the 
student who presumes to analyze the 
Scriptures and understand their mean- 
ing! When Timothy cautioned all to 
“rightly divide’? God’s Word, he was 
pointing out the possibility of making 
a wrong approach to the interpreta- 
tion of the Bible. The choice is between 
two methods: either “rightly divide 
the word of truth” and obtain its real 
meaning, or split asunder the Word of 
God to the detriment and confusion of 
those who are misled thereby. 

The key to the interpretation of the 
great message of God’s Word is found 
within the Scriptures themselves, just 
as the clue to the pattern of the separa- 
tion of the diamond was within the 
stone itself. This was found only after 
long and painstaking examination by 
diamond cutting experts and, equally 
so, long and patient research is required 
of every Bible student if he desires to 
come into a full knowledge of every 
facet of Bible truth. When new light 
on the revelation of the Scriptures is 
discovered, if what is presented is the 
truth, not one Scriptural passage will 
be in opposition to it. If, on the other 
hand, any one passage is found to be 
contrary to the deductions drawn, then 
the findings are in error and are of 
men and not of God. 


Deceiving the Eleét 


The Lord Himself warned His fol- 
lowers that at the end of the present 
age many would become enamoured 
of false doctrines, believing them to be 
the truth, so much so that, if possible, 
He said, the very elect would be de- 
ceived (Matt. 24: 24). Why do men 
become so captivated with an idea that 
it is practically impossible to discuss it 
reasonably with them? They seem to 
receive what they think is a “flash of 
inspiration” upon a certain text and 
they refuse to be dissuaded from it. 
When Scriptural evidence is presented 
showing the error of their reasoning, 
they brush it all aside as of no conse- 
quence. Is it because of their refusal to 
believe the Word of God in its entirety 
that the Lord permits the entry of 
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strong delusions so that they will be- 
lieve a lie (II Thess. 2: 10-11)? Do we 
have an example of the meaning of all 
this in Saul’s sin of stubbornness when 
they cling to an untenable position 
because they worship an idea which is 
the product of their own mental proc- 
esses? Samuel said to Saul: 


**Rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry. 
Because thou hast rejected the word of the 
Lord, he hath also rejected thee from being 
king.” (I Sam. 15: 23.) 


A Strange Doétrine 


It is spiritually fatal to hold to an 
idea unsupported by Scriptural evi- 
dence and in contradiction of the sur- 
rounding Scriptural context. This 
brings us to the discussion of a doctrine 
which is persistently being promul- 
gated, regarding which we have re- 
ceived many inquiries. It comes under 
the heading of ‘“The Seed of the Ser- 
pent.” This strange doctrine is based 
upon a vile slander against Eve, “the 
mother of all living’ (Gen. 3: 20), and 
a greater slander against God Himself 
and the righteousness of His purposes. 
Briefly stated, the position is that the 
father of Cain was not Adam but that 
he was the Devil and, for this reason, 
the descendants of Cain are called the 
“seed of the serpent.” Those enter- 
taining this belief contend that the line 
of Cain is active in the world today 
even though, in order to sustain such a 
contention, some very pertinent Scrip- 
tural statements have to be completely 
ignored. 


Tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Evil 


When God finished His work of 
bringing the restoration of the earth 
and life upon it to perfection, the 
statement is made: 


“And God saw every thing that he had 
made, and, behold, it was very good.” 
(Gen. 1: 31.) 


It would follow, then, that all things 
planted in the Garden of Eden were 
good — even the Tree of the Knowl- 
edge of Good and Evil. 
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“And out of the ground made the Lord 
God to grow every tree that is pleasant to 
the sight, and good for food; the tree of life 
also in the midst of the garden, and the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil.” (Gen. 
2: 9.) 


The Tree of Life was also in the 
Garden and we know that eventually 
God is going to allow a selected few to 
partake of this tree, which was planted 
along with the Tree of the Knowledge 
of Good and Evil. We understand this 
because, in the description of the res- 
toration of Paradise, given in the Book 
of Revelation, the Tree of Life is 
mentioned: 


“And he shewed me a pure river of 
water of life, clear as crystal, proceeding 
out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 
In the midst of the street of it, and on 
either side of the river, was there the tree of 
life, which bare twelve manner of fruits, 
and yielded her fruit every month: and the 
leaves of the tree were for the healing of the 
nations.” (Rev. 22: 1-2.) 


Because of this mention of the Tree 
of Life in such a setting in the final 
book of the Scriptures, we know that 
only those who have been born of the 
Holy Spirit and have become over- 
comers will be allowed to partake of 
the Tree of Life at that time: 


**To him that overcometh will I give to 
eat of the tree of life, which is in the midst 
of the paradise of God.” (Rev. 2: 7.) 


It is logical to conclude, therefore, 
that while the Tree of Life was in the 
Garden of Eden, God did not intend 
His people to partake of it until they 
had grown in spiritual stature to the 
degree that met His requirements. ‘This 
is clear because, after Adam and Eve 
sinned, the Lord took steps to prevent 
their eating of the Tree of Life: 


“And the Lord God said, Behold, the 
man is become as one of us, to know good 
and evil: and now, lest he put forth his 
hand, and take also of the tree of life, and 
eat, and live for ever: Therefore the Lord 
God sent him forth from the garden of 
Eden, to till the ground from whence he 
was taken. So he drove out the man; and 
he placed at the east of the garden of Eden 
Cherubims, and a flaming sword which 
turned every way, to keep the way of the 
tree of life.” (Gen. 3: 22-24.) 


What was true of the Tree of Life 
was also true of the Tree of the Knowl- 
edge of Good and Evil. In the course 
of time, when man had attained the 
proper spiritual stature without sin, he 
was to be privileged to acquire the 
knowledge that would make him wise 
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through partaking of the fruit of this 
tree. The purpose of God’s command 
was to prevent the misuse of under- 
standing through a premature revela- 
tion of the knowledge of good and evil. 
But, through disobedience, Adam and 
Eve partook of the forbidden fruit 
before they had received God’s per- 
mission to do so: 


“And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, and that it was 
pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be de- 
sired to make one wise, she took of the 
fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave also 
unto her husband with her; and he did 
eat.” (Gen. 3: 6.) 


Again and again the Bible demon- 
strates that the impatience of men and 
women, through an unwillingness to 
await God’s time, has been the cause 
of much of their suffering. Things that 
are in themselves good become evil 
when taken out of God’s order. Much 
of the sin of God’s people today is not 
their descent into evil but the misuse of 
that which is good. 

The very fact that the Tree of Life 
and the Tree of the Knowldge of Good 
and Evil were planted together in the 
midst of the Garden of Eden, where 
God had placed the man and the wom- 
an, clearly indicates that in due time 
they were to have access to them both. 
This alone disproves the contention of 
those who try to make it appear that 
the partaking of the fruit of the Tree of 
the Knowledge of Good and Evil con- 
stituted a sinful relationship between 
Eve and the Devil. It was not the par- 
taking of the fruit of the tree that was 
evil; it was the disobedience to God’s 
command that constituted the sin of 
Adam and Eve — for they both ate of the 
fruit of the tree. The Lord God asked: 


“Hast thou eaten of the tree, whereof I 
commanded thee that thou shouldest not 
eat?”? (Gen. 3: 11.) 


God’s command to Adam and Eve 
was, *“Thou shalt not eat of it.”” The 
Devil made a true statement when he 
tempted Eve to eat the fruit, telling 
her: 


“For God doth know that in the day ye 
eat thereof, then your eyes shall be opened, 
and ye shall be as gods, knowing good and 
evil.” (Gen. 3: 5.) 


Therefore, Eve partook of the fruit 
in obedience to the Devil, consenting 
to him and giving him ground to exert 
a spiritual influence over the race born 
of women. This, indeed, opened a 
*‘Pandora’s box,” the lid of which 
could never again be sealed down. The 


sm of Adam and Eve was not only 
disobedience to God’s command; it 
was obedience to Satan as well, giving 
him entrance into the domain of man. 
Thereafter, Adam lost his dominion 
over the earth and Satan became the 
prince of this world (John 14: 30). 


The Knowledge of Good and Evil 


When Adam and Eve partook of the 
forbidden fruit, their state of innocence 
passed and they became conscious of 
human emotions which were revealed 
as a new experience to them. In the 
course of time the knowledge of good 
and evil, without the saving grace of 
righteousness, turned desire into pas- 
sion and love into lust. It has been 
these emotions of passion and lust, 
uncontrolled, which have filled the 
earth with violence and crime, both 
during the antediluvian age and since 
the time of the Deluge. 

Following the eating of the fruit of 
the tree, Adam and Eve became aware 
that they were naked. The passing 
from innocence into knowledge brought 
a consciousness of shame. Their mental 
attitude toward themselves and toward 
each other had undergone a complete 
change (Gen. 3: 7). From that day to 
this every man and woman is aware of 
their shame when unclothed in the 
presence of others. 

Yet this consciousness of shame is 
absent from the minds of little children, 
who do not come into a knowledge of 
it until they reach a certain stage in 
growth. Even then, their awakening 
does not come through any wrong 
they do, but by a dawning conscious- 
ness concerning bodily functions of 
which they were hitherto unaware. 
And a great many years may pass by 
before the consummation of the mar- 
riage relationship becomes a reality in 
their lives. 

In this way nature demonstrates for 
us what actually eventuated in the 
Garden when Adam and Eve ate of 
the fruit of the tree and passed from 
the child’s attitude of innocence into 
that of knowledge that brought con- 
sciousness of shame. The record s0 
states. There was no act committed on 
the part of Eve, as stated by those who 
attempt to say that Cain, her firstborn, 
was the physical son of the Devil. 

Neither Eve nor Adam had actual 
experience of the husband and wife 
relationship until after the two were 
expelled from the Garden. After they 
took up their life outside of Eden, the 
account states: 
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“And Adam knew Eve his wife; and she 
conceived, and bare Cain, and said, I have 
gotten a man from the Lord.” (Gen. 4: 1.) 


The Hebrew word translated “‘knew”’ 
is yada and is the same word used in 
Genesis 24: 16 when of Rebekah it was 
said: 

“And the damsel was very fair to look 


upon, a virgin, neither had any man known 
her.” 


The translations of Genesis 4: 1 by 
both Moffatt and Smith and Good- 
speed state in plain language that Adam 
was the father of Cain: 


‘The man [Adam] had intercourse with 
his wife Eve; she conceived and bore Cain.” 


The Seed 


Furthermore, those who engage in 
this subversion of the Bible story are 
immediately faced with the failure of 
the Scriptural context to support their 
contention. The Lord announced to 
the serpent: 


“T will put enmity between thee and the 
woman, and between thy seed and her 
seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.”” (Gen. 3: 15.) 


“Thy seed” and “‘her seed’”’! In the 
coming contest this passage envisions, 
two “seeds” would be engaged in con- 
flict; one the seed of the serpent and 
the other the woman’s seed. Here it is 
plainly shown that all the offspring of 
the woman was her seed, not the ser- 
pent’s seed, while the seed of the ser- 
pent was distinct and apart from this 
and was at enmity with her seed. 

Jesus Christ is the Seed whose heel 
the serpent bruised when Satan suc- 
ceeded in bringing about His cruci- 
fixion. It will be Jesus Christ who will 
bruise the head of the serpent, bringing 
about his utter destruction at the time 
of His triumphant return. 

If Eve had been corrupted at the 
outset of the human story, God would 
not have permitted His Son to be born 
of a woman who was her descendant 
many generations later. There is no 
reason to draw any other conclusion 
than that both Cain and Abel were 
Eve’s natural, fleshly seed, fathered by 
Adam. What, then, is the seed of the 
serpent? 


A Spiritual Fatherhood 


In the first Epistle of John this ques- 
tion is answered so clearly that there is 
no basis whatever for argument: 


“Little children, let no man deceive you: 
he that doeth righteousness is righteous, 
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even as he is righteous. He that committeth 
sin is of the devil; for the devil sinneth from 
the beginning. For this purpose the Son of 
God was manifested, that he might destroy 
the works of the devil. . . . In this the 
children of God are manifest, and the 
children of the devil: whosoever doeth not 
righteousness is not of God, neither he that 
loveth not his brother.” (I John 3: 7-10.) 


Ferrar Fenton’s rendering is very 
helpful because of his precise choice of 
words: 


“Dear children, let none deceive you. 
Whoever practises righteousness is right- 
eous, just as He is righteous. Whoever 
practises sin is from the Devil; for the Devil 
sinned from the first. This was the purpose 
for which the Son of God was manifested, 
namely, that He might destroy the works 
of the Devil. Every one born from God 
does not practise sin; because His principle 
of life continues in him: and he does not 
value sinning, because he has been born 
from God. By means of this the children of 
God are manifest, as well as the children of 
the Devil.” 


Smith and Goodspeed’s translation 
is to the point: 


“Whoever commits sin is a child of the 
devil, for the devil has sinned from the 
beginning. This is why the Son of God 
appeared — to undo the devil’s work.” 


These statements from the Scrip- 
tures state unequivocally that those 
who practice wickedness take the Devil 
as their spiritual father. Jt is by ther 
works that both the children of God and the 
children of the Devil are manifested. 

To the Jews of His day who sought 
to kill Him, Jesus directed His words of 
condemnation, pointing out that their 
works exposed their nature. When He 
said, “‘Ye do the deeds of your father”’ 
(John 8: 41), they reminded Him that 
they claimed Abraham as their father. 
But Jesus said: 


“Ye are of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do.” (John 
8: 44.) 


In ““The Father of Cain,’ Destiny 
for July 1947 (page 243), it was stated: 


“The fact that Jesus said to the Jews who 
sought to kill Him, ‘Ye are of your father 
the devil,’ does not prove actual physical 
fatherhood, but rather a type of spiritual 
fatherhood in the Evil One. We who ac- 
cept Jesus Christ as our Saviour can claim 
spiritual sonship and, by the Spirit of 
Christ, we may call God our Father: 

***For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God. For ye 
have not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby ye cry, Abba, 





Father. The Spirit itself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children of 
God.’ (Rom. 8: 14-16.) 

“The converse is also true, for evil men 
are under bondage to the Evil One if by 
their acts and conversation they consent to 
his program, and it is by spiritual relation- 
ship that he is their father.” 


Sown among the wheat are the tares 
that Jesus declared are the children of 
the Wicked One (Matt. 13: 38). Thus, 
working together, even among those 
who are followers of our Lord and 
proclaiming the Gospel of the King- 
dom, will be found children of the 
Wicked One. The removal cannot take 
place until the harvest time, for only 
His angels will be able to make the 
separation. It behooves all, therefore, 
to be very careful not to assist the 
enemy and join his ranks by creating a 
state of confusion among those seeking 
to know the truth. 


The Line of Cain 


Cain became the seed of the Devil 
when, in a jealous rage, he slew Abel. 
He was not actuated by the Spirit of 
the Lord but by that of the Evil One. 
Those who assert that Satan was the 
father of Cain think they find confir- 
mation in the following text: 


“Not as Cain, who was of that wicked one, 
and slew his brother. And wherefore slew 
he him? Because his own works were evil, 
and his brother’s righteous.” (I John 3: 
12.) 


But the rendering by Ferrar Fenton 
does not support their case: 


“Because this is the doctrine which you 
learned from the first, that we should love 
one another; not being impelled by the Wicked 
One, as Cain was, who murdered his 
brother.” 


Thus, all down through the ages, 
those who have followed in Cain’s 
murderous steps are of their father the 
Devil because of his influence over 
them. Therefore, Jesus said what He 
did to His generation: 


“Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation of hell? 
Wherefore, behold, I send unto you proph- 
ets, and wise men, and scribes: and some 
of them ye shall kill and crucify; and some 
of them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, 
and persecute them from city to city: That 
upon you may come all the righteous blood 
shed upon the earth, from the blood of 
righteous Abel unto the blood of Zacha- 
rias son of Barachias, whom ye slew be- 
tween the temple and the altar.” (Matt. 
23: 33-35.) 
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Cursed From the Earth 


Let those who declare that the physi- 
cal line of Cain is upon the earth today 
explain how this can be so when the 
posterity of Cain perished in the Del- 
uge. God pronounced a far-reaching 
curse upon unrepentant Cain: 


*‘What hast thou done? The voice of thy 
brother’s blood crieth unto me from the 
ground. And now art thou cursed from the 
earth, which hath opened her mouth to 
receive thy brother’s blood from thy hand.” 
(Gen. 4: 10-11.) 

Smith and Goodspeed render the 
eleventh verse as follows: 


“And now, cursed shall you be in ban- 
ishment from the soil which has opened its 
mouth to receive your brother’s blood from 
your hand.” 

A partial fulfillment of this curse 
came upon Cain himself in his banish- 
ment from the soil of his native home- 
stead, but the whole fulfillment of the 
pronouncement that he was “cursed 
from the earth” was visited upon all of 
Cain’s posterity as the result of the 
Deluge that swept away the godless 
antediluvian world and terminated a 
civilization in which violence and crime 
flourished without restraint. Let those 
who have understanding note the fi- 
nality of judgment upon Cain’s line, 
marked by the sudden ending of the 
record of the genealogical descent when 
Lamech made his arrogant claim re- 
garding the murders he had com- 
mitted. He declared that, if Cain 
should be avenged sevenfold, then he 
should be avenged seventyfold. With 
that boast the line of Cain passes out of 
the record, to be heard of no more. 

The assumption that the Canaanites 
are of the line of Cain indicates a 
careless disregard for Biblical facts. 
Canaan was the son of Ham and the 
land of Canaan, where the people who 
came to be known as Canaanites dwelt, 
took its name from Ham’s son. 


The Deluge 


When men fail to accept all that the 
Bible teaches, their conclusions are 
drawn from a faulty premise and this 
can only lead to a compounding of 
error. This is so when the Biblical 
account is not accepted concerning the 
universality of the Deluge. There is the 
theory that other races survived the 
Deluge in addition to Noah and his 
family. However, as pointed out in 
Primogenesis, Chapter VI,* the Flood 
destroyed all flesh in whose nostrils 
was the breath of life, excepting the 
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eight souls who were in the Ark (Gen. 
7: 21-23). Further evidence concern- 
ing the extent of what occurred upon 
earth in the time of the Deluge was 
given in the article titled ““The World 
That Then Was,” which appeared in 
Destiny for May 1954 (pp. 155-158). 
The question concerning who survived 
the Deluge should be satisfactorily 
settled by Moses’ statement: 


“And the sons of Noah, that went forth 
of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, and 
Japheth: and Ham is the father of Canaan. 
These are the three sons of Noah: and of 
them was the whole earth overspread.”’ 
(Gen. 9: 18-19.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate the 
final phrase of this quotation, “And 
from them sprang the whole world.” 
Ferrar Fenton renders it, ‘“‘And from 
these three the whole earth was 
peopled.” 


The Appointed Seed 


But God’s purposes were not 
thwarted when Abel was slain and 
Cain’s line was banished from the 
earth, for a new line was announced 
in the birth of Seth to Adam and Eve. 
Cain deliberately forfeited an inherit- 
ance that could have been his as the 
first-born son of Adam when he mur- 
dered his brother Abel and permitted 
himself to become a child of the Evil 
One. Abel, a righteous man, being 
slain, was denied the inheritance that 
might have come to him by the dis- 
placement of Cain. Therefore, another 
son was given to Adam and Eve. 

God raised up a line of righteous 
men to combat the godlessness that had 
been unleashed upon the world by 
preaching the law of truth. They were 
called Preachers of Righteousness; that 
is, preachers of the Law of the Lord. 
This is the recorded beginning of 
preaching to call men to righteousness. 
In Primogenests it is shown that the line 
of the Preachers of Righteousness was 
the forerunner of the selection of a 
“chosen people” (the appointed seed) 
to administer God’s laws of righteous- 
ness upon the earth. Actually, the 
“chosen people” did not begin with 
Abraham; they began with Seth. 


“Much more far-reaching in its im- 
portance, however, is the fact that this is 
the recorded beginning of the genealogical 
line of the chosen (appointed) seed. Eve 
was not ignorant of God’s intention when 
her son Seth was born: 

** “And she [Eve] bare a son, and called

his name Seth: For God, saith she, hath 
appointed me another seed instead of Abel, 
whom Cain slew. And to Seth, to him also 
there was born a son; and he called his 
name Enos: then began men to call upon 
the name of the Lord [marginal rendering: 
call themselves by the name of Fehovah).’ (Gen. 
4: 25-26.) 

“From the descendants of Seth, Preach- 
ers of Righteousness were chosen during 
the antediluvian days and this line contin- 
ued to be in prominence until the call of 
Abraham. Through their activities men 
came into a closer relationship with God 
and it is stated, “Then began men to call 
themselves by the name of the Lord,’ /.¢., 
God’s people. When Abraham was called, 
following the Deluge, it was to separate 
himself from the civilization in which he 
lived and become the father of a seed that 
would eventually be organized into the 
Kingdom of God at Mount Sinai and 
administer righteousness on earth. 

**It was out of the line of Abraham that 
the House of Israel, the House of Judah 
and the House of David were to come. The 
genealogy of Jesus Christ Himself is traced 
back through this line to Seth and Adam. 
This is the line of the birthright and the 
dominion which God promised to man, 
and which will be his when he conforms 
with the Divine laws of righteousness. 

“There will always be enmity between 
the fundamental principles advocated by 
the two groups: the aggressors against the 
right and the defenders of the right. The 
aggressor, who takes the sword, will always 
find the people of God in opposition to 
him, for they hold in their hands the second 
sword, that of defense (Matt. 26: 52). 
From Adam to Jesus Christ, and from 
Christ to the present time, this has been 
the order of warfare between right and 
wrong, between good and evil, between 
righteousness and unrighteousness. 

“The genealogy of the Preachers of 
Righteousness is prefaced by the statement, 
‘This is the book of the generations of 
Adam’ (Gen. 5:1). In that genealogy 
Cain is not mentioned, for he and his line 
had passed from the Book of Life. ‘Thus is 
briefly told the terrible end of men and 
races who go out, by choice, and forfeit 
their right to any share in the Divine plan.” 
(Primogenesis, pp. 43-44.) 


Great Responsibility 


Great is the responsibility of all those 
who purport to teach. It would be 
more profitable to be deaf, dumb and 
blind than to be able to hear, speak 
and see and use those faculties to give 
erroneous instruction to the household 
of God. It would be far better to walk 
alone in one’s faith in God than to 
entertain beliefs that would place a 
stumbling block in the way of others 
and cause them to question the authen- 
ticity of all that is set forth in the Bible. 
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IS POSSIBLE that, at the moment of opening DeEsTINy 
Magazine at this page, a reader might find a thought 
entering his mind somewhat to the following effect: 

“J wonder what ‘Month By Month’ has to say for itself this 
time?” A moment or two might then transpire between 
indulging in this eminently harmless speculation and 
forming the decision to put resolution into action by going 
through the motions needed for the actual perusal of 
these columns. 

Assuming, optimistically, that the contents prove to 
be sufficiently absorbing to hold the unwavering and 
unyawning attention of the reader, it is hardly likely 
that he will have found time to indulge in a philosophical 
soliloquy as to what has been taking place the mean- 
while, profitable although such reflection in actuality 
might be. 

On the other hand, had our mythical reader been moved 
to consider this aspect of his behavior, he might have 
noticed with interest (yet without wonder, since due 
familiarity has long since dulled or deadened surprise) 
that what, a moment ago, had been prospect was already 
becoming retrospect as it proceeded imperceptibly through 
the present into the past. 

Should this conclusion and discovery prove sufficiently 
intriguing to alert our reader to keener observation of this 
experiment with Time, he will note, no doubt, that at 
the commencement of this (we trust not too arduous) 
task of reading the “Month By Month” article, his 
consciousness of awareness confirmed that he was reading 
the lines “‘now.”” Oddly enough, it will then be seen that, 
although as many moments as may be necessary to finish 
this task may pass by, yet, at any given minute, on looking 
up from the printed page, he will still be conscious of the 
undoubted fact that the “now” which now is, is still 
“now” to him. All of which goes to show that it is not 
we who pass through Time. It is Time which passes 
us by. 


The Eternal Now 


Actually we all live in the eternal “Now,” without 
normally realizing it; or perhaps one should say, without 
awakening to a realization of what is happening. But 
to catch even a momentary glimpse into the mysterious 
workings of one of the wonders of God’s universe is help- 
fully edifying, even if it does no more than free us to some 
extent from the tyranny of Time which habitually hems in 
our minds. 

During every moment of our lives, this amazing phe- 
nomenon continues, so that what we call the “future” 
flows through what we call the “‘present”? into what we 
call the “‘past.”” We cannot grasp the fleeting instant, for 
as fast as we may try to do so, we find it has eluded us and 
gone. 

We can do no more than live one moment at a 
time, yet momentarily the unforgiving minute comes 
and goes. Once it has passed by, it is gone beyond 
recall. 

“Time, like an ever-flowing stream, bears all its sons away,’ 
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says the familiar hymn.* What are the sons of Time 
which fly forgotten as a dream dies at the opening day? 
The old adage: “‘Days and moments quickly fly,” confirms 
that the sons of Time are its divisions. Indeed, the more 
we look into it, and the longer we live, the more im- 
pressed we become by the fact that days, hours, minutes, 
and seconds, quickly fly. 

A serious student of the fulfillment of prophecy in 
current events needs to develop a quality of mind more 
flexible than that possessed by those whose outlook is 
hampered by a conventional viewpoint. The beauty of 
the Divine design as revealed in the prophetic pageant 
largely consists in the fact that, whereas chronology 
pinpoints with exact precision the peaks and valleys of 
the moving scene, behind the panorama of events there 
stands always the enigmatic factor of a more transcendant 
dimension of being, expressed by such Scriptures as: 
“Before Abraham was, I am” (John 8:58); “Yea, before 
the day was I am he” (Isa. 43: 13); or, as Ferrar Fenton 
renders the latter: “J existed before Time itself.” 

Again, when the Book of Revelation proclaims: “We 
give thee thanks, O Lord God Almighty, which art, and wast, 
and art to come; because thou hast taken to thee thy great power, 
and hast reigned” (Rev. 11: 17), we catch a glimpse of that 
transcendent dimension beyond the limitations of earth’s 
space-time continuum. 


A Unique Phenomenon 


It is this which makes the Kingdom of God upon earth 
in its developing phase a unique phenomenon essentially 
different from the other kingdoms of this world which 
are destined eventually to come into it. Thus the prayer, 
“Thy kingdom come . . . on earth as it is in heaven,” indicates 
the Divine intention that there shall be a penetration, 
as it were, from the future into the present, so that this 
wholly transcendent heavenly state of life and being shall 
be manifest on earth. But how does the interpenetration 
of earth by Heaven proceed? By what process is it decreed 
that this transcendent state shall become an event in the 
annals of recorded history? 

It was never intended that it should come into outward 
manifestation as a single event, but as a miraculous, 
mysterious, natural growth, symbolized by the analogies 
used in the parables of the leaven and mustard seed. 
Thus, the intersection of earth by Heaven was to be 
extended by the dynamis of an inner transformation, the 
hidden purpose of which would emerge as time went on. 

When Jesus came into Galilee preaching the Gospel 
of the Kingdom, we need not be surprised that those who 





* The popular impression seems to be that the sons of Time are 
men. But a careful analysis of the theme of this hymn (““O God, 
Our Help in Ages Past’’) reveals quite clearly that this is not the 
case. The basic theme of the Hymn is to emphasize the contrast 
between the transitory nature of Time compared with the eternal 
nature of God. A. R. H. 
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heard Him jumped to the conclusion that the Kingdom 
of Heaven would immediately appear. They made the 
common mistake of preferring to believe what they wanted 
to believe rather than accept “all that the prophets have 
spoken.”? With characteristic genius, Ferrar Fenton renders 
the familiar words, “‘ Thy Kingdom come,” as, “‘ Your Kingdom 
must be being restored.” That defines the coming of the 
Kingdom exactly. From establishment at Sinai, to mani- 
festation in all its glory at the Millennium, it is a continuous 
process of development. 

At Christmastide, when the radio miniai with proph- 
ecies regarding the Messiah and the advent of His 
Everlasting Kingdom, we have an annually recurring 
opportunity to refresh our minds as to the true sequence 
of these predictions as presented in Holy Writ. If we 
avoid the confusion which comes from the interpretation 
of orthodox opinion with the superimpositions which 
their astigmatic viewpoints impose, we shall be amazed 
at the logical manner in which the vision unfolds when 
left to the simple statements which the Scriptures them- 
selves provide. 


The Throne of David 


One of the most prominent of prophecies proclaimed 
at Christmastime is that which was originally announced 
at the Annunciation: “He shall be great, and shall be called 
the Son of the Highest: and the Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there shall be no end” (Luke 

32-33). 

The fact that the ““House of Jacob” is used as a designa- 
tion here instead of the title “House of Israel” is a 
striking clue in a prophecy, every detail of which is 
important. Christ was born the King of Israel, but at the 
time of His birth the people of Israel were “‘the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel,” and had for the time being become 
“To Ammi” which meant “‘Not My People.” At that stage 
in history the Israel people, scattered abroad and on 
their migration through Europe, could be called the 
“House of Jacob” or “House of Isaac” but they were 
not entitled to use the name “Israel,” which means 
“Ruling with God.” It was prophesied that they would 
be known by a new name. 

In the Authorized Version of the Bible the marginal 
reference to this passage directs the attention of the 
student to II Samuel 7, which not only records the manner 
in which the Throne of David and the Kingdom were 
promised as something to be established forever, but, in 
verse 10, gives one of the most vital of the many clues as 
to where the Israel people would migrate to. 


The Appointed Place 


Thus it is written: “‘Moreover I will appoint a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, that they may dwell in a place 
of thetr own, and move no more; neither shall the children of 
wickedness afflict them any more, as beforetime.”’ 

Parenthetically, this is an excellent illustration of what 
Isaiah meant when he was inspired to exclaim of Divine 
prevision: “Declaring the end from the beginning, and from 
ancient times the things that are not yet done’ (Isa. 46: 10). 
The reason? Since the prophecy was uttered in 1042 
B.c., and the migrations ended with the Norman invasion 
(sic) of Britain in 1066 a.p., it was a pretty good long-range 
forecast, to say the least of it. As friend Ferrar Fenton 
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engagingly renders it: “There is no other God, most certainly 
like Me, telling Futures in advance, and of old, what will be 
done.” The Ferrar Fenton translation of Isaiah 44: 6-7 
is equally original in its vividness and vigor: “J am the 
First and the last, except myself there is no God. And who 
but I proclaimed and told and fixed events from former times, 
foretelling future things?’ Again Isaiah 42:9 confirms: 
“Past events have arrived; now the future I tell, before its arrival 
to you I announce!”’ 

Those readers who may have found their interest aroused 
in our initial experiment with Time, at the commencement 
of this article, will find many passages in Isaiah which 
provide food for thought in pursuing the study of this 
enigmatic phenomenon, which normally we take so much 
for granted. 

It is Isaiah again, in his messages to Israel in the Isles 
(chapters 40-66), who indicates that the Appointed 
Place may be identified with the Isles of the Sea, north- 
west of Palestine, known as the British Isles or Britain. 

In our perambulations we seem to have wandered 
afar off from the Annunciation. But in returning to this 
point, the next clue we discover is that no reference to 
the Annunciation of the birth of “that holy thing’ (as 
Luke describes the Son of the Highest) is complete without 
recourse to Isaiah’s superlative prophetic picture portray- 
ing the advent of the Messiah (Isa. 9: 6—7), as it is written: 


Government and Peace 


**For unto us a child is born, 

Unto us a son is given: 

And the government shall be upon his shoulder: 
And his name shall be called 

Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 

The everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace. 


‘Of the increase of his government and peace 
There shall be no end, 

Upon the throne of David, 

And upon his kingdom, 

To order it, and to establish it 

With judgment and with justice 

From henceforth even for ever. 

The zeal of the Lord of hosts 

Will perform this.” 


What a vision! Apocalyptical but at the same time 
down-to-earth too. The increase of government and peace 
“from henceforth for ever’? is clearly defined as being a 
continuous process of development. But it is a practical 
plan for the extension of world dominion, not an airy- 
fairy dream or vain figment of the imagination. It is a 
master-plan with a spiritual dynamis directing it. It has 
behind it the Lord of Hosts and the zeal of the invisible 
hosts of the Lord. 

As if to make sure that no student shall fail to derive 
the fullest enlightenment from this study, the marginal 
reference again directs us definitely to Daniel 2: 44. It is 
just as well that it does because that is the obvious next 
move to make in our investigation in any case. 


An Everlasting Empire 


What do we find here? We find a dramatic description 
of what is commonly known—=in prophetic student 
circles — as Daniel’s Fifth World Empire, which was 
destined to succeed its predecessors, Babylon, Medo- 
Persia, Greece and Rome; the never-to-be-destroyed 
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Empire which was to stand for ever. Ferrar Fenton 
describes it as “‘an Everlasting Empire, and Indestructible, — 
whose Sovereignty will not be transferred to another People.”’ 

When we scan such passages as these and read them 
as written in their straightforward, unambiguous, simple 
meaning, it seems inconceivable that any commentators 
could by any manner of means imagine it was possible to 
pretend that such prophecies referred to the Church. 
Left to interpret themselves, the prophecies of Holy Writ 
are as plain and clear as daylight. Indeed, we might well 
echo the words of Daniel when he exclaimed to the King 
of Babylon: “The Dream is certain, and my interpretation 
true!”? (Daniel 2: 45, Ferrar Fenton Version.) How true that 
is. Daniel’s dreams and predictions were certain, their 
interpretation has been proved true by fulfillment in 
world events, and the prophecies which yet remain to 
find fulfillment are as certain as all the others which, in 
ordered succession, have preceded them. 

It is important to realize that, in its outward manifesta- 
tion, the Kingdom set up by the God of Heaven had to 
compete, as it were, for pride of place, on equal terms 
with the rival world empires, and endure the assaults 
made upon it by those who aspired successively to world 
domination. This was inevitable since the Kingdom was 
set up during the period of world rule defined as the ‘Times 
of the Gentiles. 


Ever-Extending Sphere 


This Kingdom set up by the God of Heaven is like, yet 
unlike, the other world empires in that its sphere of 


government and peace is ever-extending, while at the’ 


same time it displays a qualitative element unlike anything 
which has ever been known before. While its enemies and 
detractors are loud in predicting its decline and downfall, 
it is always confounding their prognostications by chang- 
ing, at a least expected moment, its outmoded form and 
emerging once more in a new form. 

Now for a brief digression before returning to this 
point for recapitulation and conclusion. At Christmastide 
we hear carols proclaiming: “‘Noel/ Noel! Born is the Ring 
of Israel.”? One’s heart leaps to hear this and, without 
intending to sound unkind, one also feels a sense of heart- 
felt gratitude that the rightful title, King of Israel, is 
employed, and that the rules of rhyming rhythm, if 
nothing else, debarred the use of the title: king of the Jews. 

Why should one be glad? Because Jesus Christ was 
King of Israel but was not in a similar sense the king of the 
Jews. The accusation that He claimed to be was a false 
accusation (see Mark 15:26). The terms “Jew” and 
“Israel” are not synonymous. And the force of this fact 
comes out with special penetration in our Lord’s own 
denunciation of the Jews who rejected Him: “‘ The kingdom 
of God shall be taken from you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof’? (Matt. 21: 43). In the redemption 
of the world, all nations and races have their own place. 
But Christ, the King of Israel, not only died as Saviour 
of the world but also as the Redeemer of His people 
Israel, the “‘lost sheep of the House of Israel,’’ to whom He 
was specifically sent. 


National Redemption 


This fact of national redemption, as distinct from 
world salvation, is a fact of paramount significance. 
Because of the fact of national redemption, God can use 
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the nation in spite of its faults and imperfections. “Born 
is the King of Israel!” is a cause for stupendous joy because 
of its unchallengeable reassurance that, come what may, 
the manifestation of the Kingdom of God upon earth in all 
its glory will at long last appear in triumphant realization. 

In what possible sense could it ever have been said 
that the Kingdom of God belonged to the Jews? The 
answer is that, at the time of the advent of our Lord, 
the Nation of the Jews represented the only remnant of 
God’s people left. But He came to His own and His own 
received Him not. Rejecting the Messiah, the Jewish 
remnant were dispersed among the nations. Thus, the 
Diaspora took a different course than the migrations of 
the ten-tribed Israel peoples. 

The Israel people, gathered in the Isles of the West, 
as the nation to whom the Kingdom of God has been 
given, fulfilled the prophecies made to the patriarchs 
that their seed would develop into “‘a nation and a company 
of nations’ (Gen. 35: 11) and a great people (Gen. 48: 19). 
At the Treaty of Versailles, the British Commonwealth 
of free and equal nations appeared as a new constitutional 
phenomenon, unique in the history of mankind. Mean- 
while, Manasseh, the eldest son of Joseph, had been 
promised an independent destiny as “a great people,” 
and through the fires of two world wars the great people 
of the United States of America have risen rapidly to 
a dominating position of world power among the nations, 
in demonstration of the truth of these predictions. 


Empire Over Thought 


It was Napoleon who confessed that life had taught 
him that brute force could achieve nothing durable. It 
was Napoleon who described: the influence of Christ as 
“‘an Empire over thought.” ‘That is what the ever-extending 
Everlasting Kingdom is seen to be as its outward mani- 
festation, subject to perpetual change and transformation, 
reaches its metamorphosis, when the kingdoms of this 
world become the Kingdom of our Lord and of His 
Christ, and its apotheosis in the day when the Son delivers 
the Kingdom up to the Father so that God may be All 
and also zn all. What a translation and transfiguration 
that will be!

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God's Rule in Jacob 








s Davip considered the heinous 
A conspirators who sought not 
only his own life but the anni- 


hilation of the nation under the holy 
covenants, he prayed: 


“Consume them in wrath, consume 
them, that they may not be: and let them 
know that God ruleth in Jacob unto the ends of 
the earth.” (Psalm 59: 13.) 


It may very well be said that God’s 
rule in Jacob is the principal theme of 
Bible history and prophecy from the 
beginning in Genesis to the end in 
Revelation. Even in the Garden of 
Eden, God’s rule in Jacob was fore- 
shadowed with the promise of a plan 
to crush the power of Satan, to whom 
Adam had surrendered his God-given 
dominion (Gen. 3: 15). The promise 
was confirmed and the plan outlined 
in the covenants which God made 
with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. God’s 
rule in Jacob was established at Sinai 
in a solemn compact with the House 
of Jacob-Israel, at which time these 
people became God’s holy nation, His 
administrators, and the nucleus of His 
Kingdom on earth (see Exodus 19). 

Jacob himself, speaking in the spirit 
of prophecy, declared: 


“The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him shall 
the gathering of the people be.” (Gen. 
49: 10.) 


Thus from Judah came the royal 
line of David and, eventually, Messiah 
the Prince, Israel’s Saviour, Redeemer 
and King. 

Dr. H. H. Halley says in his Pocket 
Bible Handbook: 


“The Old Testament is an account of a 
Nation. The New Testament is an account 
of a Man. The Nation was founded and 
nurtured of God in order to bring the Man 
into the world. God Himself became a man 
to give us a concrete, definite, tangible 
idea of what to think of when we think of 
God. His appearance on the earth is the 
Central Event of all history. The Old 
Testament sets the stage for it. The New 
Testament describes it.” 


The Pentateuch, the Psalms and the 
books of the prophets all contain nu- 
merous references to God’s rule in 
Jacob. They give many previews of the 
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Man, Christ Jesus; they foretell the 
manner of His Advents and the pur- 
pose to be accomplished at each of His 
Appearings. Isaiah’s prophecy, in 
chapter 40, that a forerunner would 
announce the Messiah and His minis- 
try, was fulfilled by John the Baptist; 
his prophecy of Messiah’s virgin birth, 
in chapter 7, is substantiated by the 
Gospels of Matthew and Luke. Daniel 
prophesied the time of His Advent so 
accurately that Simeon, Anna and the 
Magi knew when the day of His visi- 
tation was at hand (Dan. 9: 24-25). 

Isaiah gives two constrasting por- 
traits of Christ. The student should 
note that one presents the humility of 
Jesus’ First Advent, and the other pic- 
tures the majesty of His Second Ad- 
vent; otherwise, he will not understand 
the apparent contradictions in the 
prophet’s statements. Chapter 53 is a 
moving description of the Saviour’s 
sorrow and suffering as He made His 
way steadfastly to the cross. “He is 
despised and rejected of men... . 
He was wounded for our transgres- 
sions . . . and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all.”” He en- 
dured agony of body and travail of 
soul for our sakes — the sinless One 
who willingly shed His own blood to 
save sinful man. In His death He re- 
deemed unto Himself a beloved people 
who, like sheep, had gone astray. 

Concerning this sacrificial period of 
Jesus’ ministry, the prophets wrote 
some remarkable forecasts to serve as 
identification marks for all time to 
come. Jesus was mindful of these state- 
ments and often remarked that He 
must do certain things in order that 
the words of the prophets concerning 
Him might be fulfilled. 

Jeremiah foretold the grief which 
followed in the wake of Herod’s com- 
mand to slaughter the sons under two 
years of age: 


**A voice was heard in Ramah, lamen- 
tation, and bitter weeping; Rahel weeping 
for her children refused to be comforted for 
her children, because they were not.” 
(Jer. 31: 15.) 


Zechariah visioned the King com- 
ing into Jerusalem, lowly, and riding 
upon a colt (9: 9); he beheld, also, the 
sordid scene when the Lord Jesus was 
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betrayed for thirty pieces of silver that 
were soon “cast unto the potter” 
(11: 12-13). Centuries before Jesus 
came it was written in the Psalms that 
His hands and feet would be pierced 
(22: 16); that He would be given “gall 
for meat” and “vinegar to drink” 
(69: 21); and that lots would be cast 
for His garments (22: 18). In fact, the 
twenty-second Psalm, which is a de- 
scription of the Saviour’s ignominious 
persecution and death, begins with the 
words of His final agony: ““My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 

These scenes are recorded in all their 
poignancy in the four Gospels, as 
Jesus submitted to the only means 
which could ransom the Adamic race 
from sin and death. The seed of the 
serpent had bruised the Son of God 
and nailed Him to a tree, for so it was 
written in Genesis 3:15. But that is 
not the end of the story, as we shall see. 

With this general view of the nature 
and sacrificial purpose of our Lord’s 
First Advent in mind, let us turn now 
to prophecies more specifically related 
to His Second Advent and His rule in 
Jacob. These prophecies are well- 
known to most readers, but for the 
sake of others who may not understand 
their significance, they must be re- 
peated over and over again. 

In Isaiah 9: 6—7, the prophet makes 
a brief reference to the birth of Jesus; 
then, omitting the nature of the First 
Coming, which he deals with else- 
where, as we have seen, Isaiah states 
as follows the high offices of Christ 
and the end to be accomplished at 
His Second Coming: 


“For unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace. Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with judg- 
ment and with justice from henceforth 
even for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts 
will perform this.” 


Some seven hundred years later 
Isaiah’s prophecy was substantiated by 
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the angel Gabriel who “‘was sent from 
God unto a city of Galilee, named Naz- 
areth, to a virgin espoused to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of the house of 
David; and the virgin’s name was 
Mary.” Luke, in the first chapter of 
his Gospel, gives this account of the 
dramatic scene: 


“And the angel came in unto her, and 
said, Hail, thou that art highly favoured, 
the Lord is with thee: blessed art thou 
among women. And when she saw him, she 
was troubled at his saying, and cast in her 
mind what manner of salutation this should 
be. And the angel said unto her, Fear not, 
Mary: for thou hast found favour with 
God. And, behold, thou shalt conceive in 
thy womb, and bring forth a son, and shalt 
call his name jesus. He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the Highest: 
and the Lord God shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David: and he shall reign over the 
house of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end.” 


The burden of David’s prayer was: 
“Let them know that God ruleth in 
Jacob unto the ends of the earth.” 
Isaiah visioned Christ ruling “from 
henceforth even for ever’ upon the 
throne of David and over his King- 
dom. And Gabriel was sent from God 
to say that Jesus will yet receive the 
throne of David and reign over the 
House of Jacob forever. 

Is it not a miracle of human blind- 
ness how these great truths can be 
written into the very heart of the 
“Christmas” story and never be no- 
ticed? Yes, people know about the 
birth of Jesus. Among Christians there 
is much pageantry to depict the un- 
usual events of His early life. Millions 
adore Him as Saviour, and accept with 
grateful hearts His sacrifice at Calvary. 
But why are they blind to His King- 
ship, which is the climax of the story? 
Gabriel was not talking about Christ 
as king in the hearts of individual be- 
lievers, but rather of Christ as King in 
Israel, reigning in fact over the people 
of the covenants, from the literal 
throne of David, which was the Lord’s 
own throne under a perpetual cove- 
nant made with the House of David. 

On what grounds do Christians ac- 
cept literally the facts of Christ’s birth 
and sacrifice, and then spiritualize 
every statement pertaining to His re- 
turn and His reign? Reason demands 
that we accept Christ’s Kingship as 
literally as we accept His birth, His 
sacrificial death, and His Resurrec- 
tion. Is it logical to suppose that Ga- 
briel, in his message to Mary, spoke 
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literally in the first part and figura- 
tively in the last two clauses, where he 
speaks of Jesus’ future reign and its 
relation to David’s throne and the 
House of Jacob? Actually the consum- 
mation of the Divine Plan of the Ages 
depends wholly upon the return of the 
King to His Kingdom on earth, that 
it might become like the Kingdom in 
heaven. 

The Psalmist, the prophet, and the 
angel, all announced a wonderful gov- 
ernment to be established — not in 
the heavens — but on the earth. It is 
to be founded upon David’s Kingdom 
and throne, from which center Christ 
Himself will rule with judgment and 
justice over the House of Jacob, “and 
of His Kingdom there shall be no 
end.”’ Although Christ’s Kingdom will 
expand ‘“‘unto the ends of the earth,” 
it is important to remember that His 
reign begins with the Israel of God, 
then increases until it includes all 
nations. It is written in Psalm 86: 9: 


‘All nations whom thou hast made shall 
come and worship before thee, O Lord; 
and shall glorify thy name.” 


In Psalm 22: 23, 27-28, Christ’s rule 
in Jacob is clearly identified as an 
earthly rule and kingdom: 


“Ye that fear the Lord, praise him; all 
ye the seed of Jacob, glorify him; and fear 
him, all ye the seed of Israel. . . . All the 
ends of the world shall remember and turn 
unto the Lord: and all the kindreds of the 
nations shall worship before thee. For the 
kingdom is the Lord’s: and he is the gov- 
ernor among the nations.” 


We have tried to establish the real- 
ity of God’s rule in Jacob through 
Jesus Christ. There remains another 
controversial question of great impor- 
tance; namely, Who are the people of 
Jacob, the twentieth century Israel of 
God, over whom the Lord will reign 
forever? It is not an exaggeration to 
say that the dangers and turmoil which 
plague the whole world today stem 
from the failure of Church and State 
leaders to find and acknowledge the 
true answer to this one question. No 
other question confronting Christen- 
dom is fraught with such potentialities 
for good or evil, depending on whether 
we find the right answer or continue 
blindly on our present course. 

In our time the churches have an- 
swered this question unequivocally by 
saying that the Jacob-Israel people are 
Jews; indeed, they insist that all Is- 
raelites are Jews, and that all Jews are 
Israelites. Leaders in Jewry know this 


is not true, though they are delighted 
to have Christians believe it, and are 
now taking full advantage of the op- 
portunity to mislead the churches at 
every point. A friend who lives in a 
large Eastern city writes about at- 
tending service at a church whose pas- 
tor is known from coast to coast. The 
pastor’s theme that morning was 
“The Eternal Jew.” As the subject im- 
plies, he conferred all the Biblical 
blessings and destiny of Israel upon 
the unbelieving, anti-Christ Jews of 
today. How the rabbis must rejoice to 
receive gratis such valuable, unmer- 
ited aid! 

Most of us have grown up with the 
idea that all the inhabitants of Pales- 
tine in the time of Jesus were of pure 
Israel stock. This is a fallacy of the first 
magnitude. Jerusalem and the sur- 
rounding areas were peopled by many 
different races and a conglomerate 
mixture of races. It is highly probable 
that only a minority of citizens in the 
Jewish nation were of pure Jacob- 
Israel stock. These consisted of a small 
remnant out of Judah; a few Levites; 
a few from the house and lineage of 
David; and a portion of Benjamin’s 
tribe, known in the Gospels as Gali- 
leans. 

It is most enlightening to discover 
that the enemies of Jesus were in Israel 
but they were not of Israel. Observe 
the sharp line of distinction between 
the Galileans and Jews in John 7: 1: 


“After these things Jesus walked in 
Galilee: for he would not walk in Jewry, 
because the Jews sought to kill him.” 


It is generally conceded that all of 
Jesus’ disciples were Galileans except 
Judas Iscariot who betrayed him. 
Concerning Judas, Jesus said: 


“Have not I chosen you twelve, and one 
of you is a devil?” (See John 6: 70-71.) 


Bible students have failed to con- 
sider the extent of Babylonian influ- 
ence in the Jewish nation. Less than 
fifty thousand volunteers undertook 
the resettlement of Judea and the re- 
building of Jerusalem at the end of 
Judah’s captivity in Babylon. These 
people, and others who joined them 
from time to time, had spent their 
lives in Babylon. It is easy to see how 
the pagan practices of Babylonian life 
were transplanted into the small Jew- 
ish State. Judaism and the Talmud 
reflect the influence of Babylonian 
thought and customs; in fact, the Tal- 
mud, which is the Bible of Judaism, is 
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distinctively a product of Babylon. 

Both Ezra and Nehemiah fought 
valiantly in their time to put an end to 
miscegenation, Sabbath desecration 
and other evils. But the leadership of 
Judah’s remnant soon passed from the 
hands of pure Israelitish stock to the 
grasping hands of mixed breeds, who 
had no interest in God’s laws except to 
pervert them as a means to satisfy 
their own avaricious desires. 

When Jesus came He found them 
buying and selling in the Temple on 
the Sabbath Day, robbing the people, 
and substituting their own traditions 
for the commandments of God. He de- 
nounced them and their entire system 
as being utterly vile and contemptible. 
He said they were of their father the 
devil, and that they were doing the 
devil’s work in the world. Our Lord 
had crossed the trail of the serpent and 
was bruised at the appointed time to 
save His people from sin and Satan. 
This serpent power is on the move 
now with ever-increasing activity and 
will continue until another appointed 
time, when it will be crushed by Christ 
Himself, for it is He who is destined to 
bruise the serpent’s head. 

Jesus declared that His Jewish ene- 
mies were not the children of Abraham 
because they were not doing the works 
of Abraham. He said they were not 
of God, for “if God were your Father, 
you would love me.” Therefore, on 
Jesus’ own testimony, they were not 
of pure Jacob-Israel stock. For if they 
were not of Abraham nor of God, 
they were not of Israel. Yet they were 
posing as God’s representatives, as 
keepers of the covenants. Speaking to 
them in a parable, Jesus repudiated 
them completely and finally, when 
He said: 


“The kingdom of God shall be taken 
from you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof.” (Matt. 21: 43.) 


Thus Jesus verified Jeremiah’s 
prophecy of the potter’s vessel “that 
cannot be made whole again.” 

Despite abundant evidence to the 
contrary, the majority of churchmen 
are still looking to the spurious Israeli 
experiment as the fulfillment of Israel’s 
rise to power in the latter days spoken 
of by the prophets. In no sense does 
it bear the marks of the multitudinous 
“great nation and company of na- 
tions’ which characterize the latter 
day Israel of God. Israeli fulfills only 
one prophecy, and that is in Ezekiel 
11: 15, where the prophet tells of a 
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time when “the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem” will say to the whole house 
of Israel: ““Get you far from the Lord: 
unto us is this land given in posses- 
sion.” Zionist dreams are doomed to 
be short-lived and full of trouble. 
Non-Zonist Jews are beginning to ad- 
mit publicly that a large percentage 
of modern Jews have not descended 
from Palestinians, “but from com- 
munities converted to Judaisms in Tar- 
tary, Armenia, Eastern Europe and 
North Africa, whence originated the 
prevailing so-called physical types.” 

The Northern Kingdom of Israel 
was not Jewish and never followed 
Judaism, the religion of the Jews. 
As stated in The National Message, 
August 7, 1954: 


“The Northern House of Israel became 
pagan, worshipped gods of wood and 
stone and disappeared northwards from 
Palestine. They became as gentiles, ‘not 
my people’ (Hosea 1: 9) but were, accord- 
ing to prophecy, to become Christian 
in this dispensation a servant nation 
and a company of nations.” 


In his defense before King Agrippa, 
Paul declared that he was being per- 
secuted because of his belief in the 
restoration of Israel. He said: 


“Now I stand and am judged for the 
hope of the promise made of God unto our 
fathers: unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day and 
night, hope to come. For which hope’s 
sake, king Agrippa, I am accused of the 
Jews.” (Acts 26: 6-7.) 


“‘Who were the Jews of Jerusalem?” 
asks Dr. R. H. Sawyer. “If they were 
sons of Judah, would they not have 
been included by Paul in his references 
to the twelve tribes who were serving 
God? Had the descendants of that 
foreign element cursed by Nehemiah 
(13: 24-25) become the dominant poli- 
tical party in Jerusalem? Who can 
tell? That they were not true sons of 
Judah seems to be the declaration of 
the apostle, else would they have been 
among the twelve tribes who were 
serving God. ... The New Testa- 
ment is filled with God’s promises 
to His people Israel, and to insist 
that the Jews are Israel is but to 
confuse and make impossible the fulfill- 
ment of such promises.” 

Jesus shed further light on the 
subject by saying, “I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel.”” Moreover, He clearly indi- 
cated that the “lost sheep”? to which 
He referred were not Jerusalem Jews, 


for He said to them: “But ye believed 
not, because ye are not of my sheep. 
. . » My sheep hear my voice, and | 
know them, and they follow me.” 
Our Lord said to His disciples: ‘‘But 
go rather to the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel.”” Again He said to the disci- 
ples: ‘‘Go find my sheep.” 

The Book of Acts and all the Epistles 
show how this command was obeyed 
as the apostles and other believers 
went on their various missionary jour- 
neys and sought out the lost sheep 
of Israel in the lands where they had 
settled after the Assyrian Captivity. 
Though gentilized by long association 
with non-Israel peoples, they re- 
sponded readily to the Gospel of 
Christ. ‘These tribes of the Northern 
Kingdom of Israel were Christianized 
by their brethren who first received 
Christ in the Holy Land of their 
fathers. ‘Together they became the 
fountainhead of the great Christian 
movement. They became also the 
founders of Western civilization, and, 
along with their expansion and coloni- 
zation, they have carried the Name 
and Gospel of Christ to the ends of 
the earth. They constitute the modern 
House of Jacob-Israel. They are the 
inheritors of the Divine promises. 

What do church leaders propose 
to do about the second part of the 
Christmas story; that is, Christ’s im- 
minent return and His Kingship? They 
are face to face with the issue right 
now without realizing it. Human wis- 
dom is no match for spiritual 
wickedness in high places. Even our 
supposedly free Western nations are 
fighting a losing battle against the 
principalities and powers of darkness. 
For several years they have been re- 
treating and making concessions to 
our enemies on all fronts, including 
the home front. It is likely that we 
have already reached the point of 
no return, and that nothing men can 
devise at this late hour will save us 
from disintegration at home and still 
more involvement in world-wide wars. 

So it is a matter of life or death 
to free men and free nations whether 
we close the Christmas message with 
only a Holy Babe in a manger; or 
reach out with radiant faith to Christ 
the King, believing absolutely that 
“the Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David: and 
he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever; and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end’ — just as prophets, 
angels and apostles have said. 
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Scattering the Power of the Holy People 
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may deplore the fact, apparently it is so. During the 

past few years we have watched great masses of it 
break away. For instance, the whole structure of British 
rule in India, extending over a territory larger than the 
continent of Europe without Russia, came to an end in 
August 1947; two months later Burma ceased to belong 
to us; in May 1948 Britain came out of Palestine. Since 
then we have been almost edged out of the Sudan, while 
at the end of July 1954, by handing over the Canal Zone 
of Egypt, we have given away nearly another million 
square miles of the Empire. Now, as we write, Dr. Malan 
is clamoring for South Africa’s separation from the Com- 
monwealth. No wonder insistent demands are being made 
upon us from all quarters to yield up other possessions. 

In this article we are not concerned with the rightness or 
wrongness of this policy of dismemberment; we wish to 
examine the question solely in its relation to Bible proph- 
ecy. Is it in accordance with, or contrary to, what is there 
revealed? 

One of the main planks of the Anglo-Israel position is 
that, whereas Judah (the Jews) were to provide the en- 
vironment for Christ when, at His first coming, He offered 
Himself as a Sacrifice for the sins of the world, Israel is to 
provide the environment — the throne and dominion — 
when Christ returns to reign as King. This is implied in 
the words, “Judah was his sanctuary, and Israel his 
dominion” (Ps. 114: 2). Accordingly, multiplicity of seed 
and temporal power were promised to Israel, the ten- 
tribed kingdom. 


Another Homeland for Israel 


Canaan was not the only land Divinely bequeathed to 
Israel. It is clear from God’s covenant with David that 
the time would come when He would transplant them 
to another country that would be their own: 

“Moreover I will appoint a place for my people Israel, and 
will plant them, that they may dwell in a place of their own, and 
move no more; neither shall the children of wickedness afflict 
them any more, as before time.” (II Sam. 7: 10.) 

This promise was made when they were in Palestine, 
long before their captivity; evidently it would be a place of 
isolation, a land in some way secure from enemy attack; 
and God Himself would lead them there. 

While only vague hints are given as to where this new 
home might be, repeated references are made by the 
prophets to some “‘isles”” where Israel would “renew their 
strength” — islands which were enjoined to “‘keep silence”’ 
as if to imply Israel’s presence there must be kept secret 
(Isa. 41: 1). Again, Isaiah says of Israel: 

“Let them give glory unto the Lord, and declare his praise in 
the islands.” (Isa. 42: 12.) 

“Listen, O isles, unto me; and hearken, ye people, from far.” 
(Isa. 49: 1.) 

From other prophecies we learn that this new abode 
would be “afar off,” “north” and “‘west’’ of Palestine (see 
Jer. 31:10; 3:18; Isa. 49:12; Hos. 11:10). And these 
requirements are satisfied in the British Isles situated 
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northwest of Palestine; furthermore, there is evidence in 
support of the claim that, after escaping from their cap- 
tivity, the ten tribes trekked across Europe and arrived in 
these islands. In the second Book of Esdras we find this 
interesting statement as to their intentions: 


“The ten tribes, which were carried away prisoners out of 
their own land in the time of Osea the king . . . took this coun- 
sel among themselves, that they would leave the multitude of 
the heathen, and go forth into a further country, where never 
mankind dwelt. . . . And they entered into Euphrates by the 
narrow passages of the river. For the most High then shewed 
signs for them. . . .” (II Esdras 13: 40-44.) 


A New Name 


According to prophecy, the people of Israel were to 
lose their name (Hos. 2: 17). God had said to Abraham, 
“In Isaac shall thy seed be called”’ (Gen. 21: 12), therefore, 
they should be looked for bearing a name in some way 
associated with Isaac. Does not the name “Saxon,”’ de- 
rived from Sacsuna, or Isaac’s sons, exactly meet the case? 
Sharon Turner, in his History of the Anglo-Saxons,* first 
published 150 years ago, wrote: 


“Of the various Scythian nations which have been recorded 
the Sakai, or Sacae, are the people from which the descent of the 
Saxons may be inferred with the least violation of probability. 
. . . Lhey were so celebrated that the Persians called all the 
Scythians by the name of Sacae. . . . They seized the most 
fertile part of Armenia, which from them derived the name of 
Sakasina. This important fact of a part of Armenia having been 
named Sakasina, is mentioned by Strabo and seems to give a 
geographical locality to our primeval ancestors, and to account 
for the Persian words that occur in the Saxon language.” (1852 
edn., p. 87.) 


The story of Israel’s migrations cannot be entered upon 
here. Suffice it to say that Celts, Saxons, Jutes, Danes, 
Normans, etc., which long ago peopled these islands and 
became our ancestors, can be traced back to the land of 
Israel’s captivity. ‘“‘All the detachments which flowed into 
Britain are branches of the selfsame stock,’’ wrote Professor 
Huxley; while Professor Freeman, in his Origin of the 
English Nation, observes: 

“Tribe after tribe, Angles, Saxons, Jutes, Frisians, poured 
across the sea to make new homes in the Isle of Britain. Thus 
grew up the English nation — a nation formed by the union of 
various tribes of the same stock. The Dane hardly needed 
assimilation; he was another kindred tribe, coming later than the 
others. Even the Norman was a kinsman.” 


Soon after the main body of Israel had arrived in these 
Islands, and had become established into the Saxon 
Heptarchy (about 586 a.p.) Christian missionaries reached 
them with the Gospel and, by 673 a.p., not only had the 
whole kingdom become nominally Christian, but the 
Church had become welded into a single organization. 
Thus began to be fulfilled Hosea’s prophecy: 
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“*T will speak comfortably unto her [Israel] . . . I will say to 
them which were not my people, Thou art my people.” (Hos. 2: 
14 & 23.) 


Two World Powers 


Israel was to eventually expand and acquire world-wide 
territorial possessions. Jacob likened Joseph’s descendants 
“in the last days” to a fruitful bough by a well, “whose 
branches run over the wall’? (Gen. 49° 22), and the off- 
shoots of a nation are, of course, its colonies. But in an 
earlier prophecy the sequent directions of this expansion 
are given: 

“Thy seed shall be as the dust of the earth, and thou shalt 
spread abroad to the west, and to the east, and to the north, and 
to the south.” (Gen. 28: 14.) 


This is precisely what Britain did. Her first colonies 
were westward: Newfoundland about the year 1500, 
Barbadoes 1605, Virginia 1620; then eastward: India, 
Madras 1640, Bengal 1652, Bombay 1662; then north- 
ward: Canada 1759-60; then southward: Australia, New 
South Wales, 1787, Tasmania 1803, Cape of Good Hope 
1806, New Zealand 1840. 

Isaiah predicted that Israel would lose one of her off- 
spring (colonies) and afterward acquire more: 


“The children which thou shalt have, after thou hast lost the 
other, shall say again in thine ears, The place is too straight for 
me.” (Isa. 49: 20.) 


This happened when, following the loss of American 
colonies after their Declaration of Independence in 1776, 
such a period of colonial expansion occurred. Moreover, 
this separation of America was according to God’s plan, for 
to Jacob it was promised that his seed would become “‘a 
nation and a company of nations” (Gen. 35: 11). Enlarg- 
ing upon this, however, he prophesied on his deathbed 
that while this would be fulfilled in Joseph’s younger son, 
Ephraim, the elder son, Manasseh, would become a 
“sreat people” (Gen. 48:19). In other words, the one 
would become a Commonwealth of Nations, and the 
other a Great Republic; is not such a part being played by 
two kindred world powers today — the British Common- 
wealth of Nations and the United States of America? 

‘His seed shall be in many waters.” (Num. 24: 7.) 

“T will sow her [Israel] unto me in the earth.” (Hos. 2: 23.) 

‘Thy seed shall possess the gate of his enemies.” (Gen. 22: 17.) 


Israel’s Power to Be Broken 


But what do we see today? Britain’s power and prestige 
are apparently on the wane; instead of her empire continu- 
ing to expand, it is falling to pieces. What can be the 
explanation? It is a sign, surely, and a most important one, 
of the nearness of the consummation of this age. Daniel 


says: 
“When he shall have accomplished to scatter the power of the 
holy people, all these things shall be finished.” (Dan. 12: 7.) 


The only race in the Bible referred to as “an holy 
people”’ is the one which sprang from Jacob, or, as God 
renamed him, Israel (which means “ruling with God’’). 
Of his descendants, the twelve tribes, Moses said: 


‘Thou art an holy people unto the Lord thy God: the Lord thy 
God hath chosen thee to be a special people unto himself, above 
all people that are upon the face of the earth.” (Deut. 7: 6.) 
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God is “‘no respecter of persons” or of nations. He has 
no favorites; He does, however, choose human instruments 
to fulfill His purposes, as He did in the case of Israel, for 
“unto me,” saith God, “‘the children of Israel are servants”’ 
(Lev. 25:55). For this end they — particularly the de- 
scendants of Ephraim and Manasseh — were endued with 
power. 

To Britain, bearing the identification marks of Ephraim, 
the prophecy of the “‘scattering,” it would seem, chiefly 
applies at present. It is interesting to note that the Hebrew 
word in Daniel 12: 7, translated “‘power,”’ elsewhere in the 
Old Testament is rendered ‘‘dominion” (as in I Chron. 18: 
3 and II Chron. 21: 8). 

Some interpret the “scattering’’ of power in Daniel 12: 
7, as if it referred to the dispersal, spreading abroad, or 
colonization of Israel; but the Hebrew word translated 
““scattering”’ is naphats, meaning “‘to break in pieces,” “‘to 
disintegrate.” Thus Ferrar Fenton renders the passage: 


“When they have completely broken to pieces the power of 
the Holy People, all these would be accomplished.” 


Hence, we are led to conclude that the breakup of Israel 
power — and particularly British power — is a signal for 
the impending fulfillment of Daniel’s closing prophecy, 
for when it shall have taken place “‘all these things shall 
be finished.” 


The Greatest Extremity of All Time 


What, then, were “all these things” to which Daniel 
alluded? He was evidently referring to the supreme crisis, 
concerning which he had just prophesied: 


“*There shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since there 
was a nation even to that same time: and at that time thy people 
shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written in the 
book. 

“And many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall 
awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt. 

“And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many to righteousness as the stars 
for ever and ever.” (Dan. 12: 1-3.) 


Jeremiah and our Lord similarly foretold a time of 
unparalleled trouble at the end of the age. As there can be 
but one such period, all three accounts therefore relate to 
the same events and must be taken into consideration. 
Glance first at Jeremiah’s prediction: 


“TI will bring again the captivity of my people Israel and 
Judah, saith the Lord: and I will cause them to return to the 
land that I gave to their fathers, and they shall possess it. . . . 

“Thus saith the Lord; We have heard a voice of trembling, of 
fear, and not of peace. 

**Ask ye now, and see whether a man doth travail with child? 
wherefore do I see every man with his hands on his loins, as a 
woman in travail, and all faces turned into paleness? 

“Alas! for that day is great, so that none is like it: it is even 
the time of Jacob’s trouble; but he shall be saved out of it.” 
(Jer. 30: 3-7.) 


Here, as in Daniel, the prophecy is dealt with from the 
standpoint of Israel. 


Jacob’s Trouble 


Mention of this recalls the terrifying ordeal experienced 
by the old patriarch at the Brook Jabbok (Gen. 32: 22-32), 
when, upon learning that his brother Esau, who had

sworn to slay him, was approaching with 400 men, he 
imagined himself and his family threatened with ex- 
termination. Yet had not God conferred upon him His 
unconditional covenant? Had He not promised that his 
seed would possess the land of Canaan; that in him and 
his seed all families of the earth would be blessed? And had 
He not promised, moreover, to keep him and never to 
leave him or his seed until He had done all that He had 
spoken to him of? (Gen. 28: 13-15.) Jacob’s fears, to say 
the least, showed lack of faith. 


Jacob’s Disjointed Thigh 


In times of prosperity nations and individuals tend to 
forget God and to put their trust in material things; and 
so, it would seem, had Jacob done. He had been leaning 
too much on the arm of flesh and needed to take God 
wholly as his rock, his salvation and defense. He needed a 
change of heart. Is it not significant that, during that night 
of anguish and wrestling, Jacob was rendered powerless, 
his thigh dislocated so that he could stand only upon one 
leg, and, helpless, was forced to cast himself upon God? 
At once a miracle happened; not only were he and his 
dependents Divinely preserved, but he himself experienced 
a change of heart, became a new man, and God renamed 
him Israel! 

We suggest that we have here in this derangement of 
Jacob’s thigh and consequent loss of physical power a fore- 
shadowing of “‘the scattering [breaking] of the power of 
the Holy People.” Like many Old Testament episodes, this 
one undoubtedly was typical of a final experience to be 
passed through by Jacob’s descendants at the end. 

Today the two main supports of modern Jacob are 
Britain and America, so that it may not be inappropriate 
to find the former now losing power, and the latter bearing 
more of the burden of responsibility of world leadership. 


Esau — the Enemy 


But we believe there is a further striking analogy. Esau 
was the enemy. Jacob’s trouble was due to the threat of 
annihilation from a superior force led by Esau. Is history 
to repeat itself? It seems clear from prophecy that Esau’s 
descendants are to be largely responsible for the Time of 
Trouble at the end of the age. Just as the British Common- 
wealth of Nations and the U.S.A. are identified as main 
branches of Jacob’s descendants, equally so, Soviet Russia, 
or the power in control of its governing system, is to be 
identified with a main branch of Esau. Consider briefly 
the evidence. 

War between Esau and Jacob, we are told, would con- 
tinue “from generation to generation.” All down the ages 
Esau’s one aim has been to seize world power and nullify 
God’s covenant with Jacob. Much is recorded of this 
struggle in the Bible, but the story is not easy to follow 
unless we know by name the nations which sprang from 
Esau, such as Edomites, Idumeans and Amalekites, the 
latter being the aggressive military power that stemmed 
from Esau’s grandson, Amalek (Gen. 36: 12). 

It was Amalek who barred the way to the Promised 
Land for Israel (Ex. 17: 8-16). In the battle that resulted 
in the wilderness, it was the persistent holding-up of 
Moses’ hands that obtained for Israel the victory — a clear 
indication that, in the last great conflict, prayer will again 
be the deciding factor. Observe what God said: 
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*“The Lord said unto Moses, Write this for a memorial in a 
book, and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua: for I will utterly put 
out the remembrance of Amalek from under heaven. 

“And Moses built an altar, and called the name of it Jehovah- 
nissi [meaning the Lord is my banner): 

“For he said, Because the Lord hath sworn that the Lord will 
have war with Amalek from generation to generation.” (Ex. 17: 
14-16, Marginal Rendering.) 


The more correct rendering of the last paragraph is 
given in the margin and in The Speaker's Commentary. The 
latter reads: 


“Because his hand [i.e., the hand of Amalek] is against the 
throne of God, therefore the Lord hath war against Amalek from 
generation to generation.” (Vol. I, p. 324, pub. 1887.) 


It is not surprising, under these circumstances, that 
Saul, the first king of Israel, was given orders to utterly 
destroy the Amalekites. Because he failed to do so, sparing 
“‘Agag,” their king, he was rejected and deposed (I Sam. 
15:8 & 26). 

Balaam, prophesying of the “last end” of Israel and 
Amalek, said: 


“*[Israel’s] king shall be higher than Agag, and his kingdom 
shall be exalted. 

“Out of Jacob shall come he that shall have dominion. . . 

‘And when he looked on Amalek, he took up his parable, and 
said, Amalek was the first of the nations; but his latter end shall 
be that he perish for ever.” (Num. 24: 7, 19-20.) 


Amalek — Soviet Russia 


‘“‘Agag”’ is the dynastic name for the kings of the Amalek- 
ites, as Pharaoh is for Egypt’s kings; and observe, the 
“hand” of this power would be “against the throne of 
God.” 

This Divine throne was set up in the days of David. It is 
referred to as “‘the throne of the kingdom of the Lord over 
Israel”? (I Chron. 28: 5). “Solomon sat on the throne of the 
Lord” (I Chron. 29: 23). It was to continue “for ever” 
(II Sam. 7: 16; Ps. 89: 34-37). Concerning Jesus and this 
throne, the promise was made to Mary: 


“He shall be great, and shall be called the Son of the Highest: 
and the Lord God shall give unto him the throne of his father 
David: And he shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and of 
his kingdom there shall be no end.” (Luke 1: 32-33.) 


Hence, this throne must be looked for in the world 
today. To spiritualize the prophecy is to rob it of its true 
significance. ‘““The ‘throne of David,’ ”’ says Dr. Scofield, 
“tis a phrase as definite and historical as the throne of the 
Caesars, and as little admits of ‘spiritualizing.’ ” 

The final struggle between Esau’s and Jacob’s descend- 
ants, we believe, is foreshadowed in Ezekiel (chapters 38 
and 39) — a tremendous conflict between a great northern 
confederacy headed by a power named “Gog,” of the 
land of Magog, the chief prince of Meshech and Tubal 
(Ez. 38: 2) and the “merchants of Tarshish, with all the 
young lions thereof” (v. 13). Who do these powers represent? 

An article by the Rev. W. M. H. Milner, M.A., which 
appeared in The National Message for May 5, 1923, entitled 
‘“‘The Russian Chapters of Ezekiel,” showed this northern 
““Gog” power in all probability to be descendent from 
Esau through Agag, the Amalekite: 


““Gog — is a long o both in the Hebrew and in the Greek and 
is from the old-world word-root ‘GG,’ which, in the early lan- 
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guages implied something ‘g-i-g-antic.’ A potentate of Bible 
history and prophecy was ‘A-g-a-g.’ The name, or rather title, 
comes from the same root. He was (in his own estimation) A, 
Aleph, plus GG = No. 1 Great! ‘The Agagites,’ we are told by 
Young’s Analytical Concordance, ‘were an Amalekite tribe’ and 
‘Agag’ was ‘a poetic name of Amalek, derived from a particular 
dynasty.’ Of Israel it is written in Numbers 24:7, ‘His King 
shall be higher than Agag,’ referring to Ezekiel’s Gog.” 


In our Authorized Version, Gog is said to be “chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal,” the Revised Version, 
however, reads, ““Gog, prince of Rosh’; and this word 
“Rosh” is a proper noun answering to Russia. The Rev. 
E. B. Elliott, M.A., Fellow of Trinity, Cambridge, in his 
Horae Apocalypticae (published 1851) wrote: 


“Gog very possibly may be the Russian power: the terms Ros, 
Meshech, Tubal answering too well to Russ, Moscow, Tobolsk 
not to suggest a thought to this effect.” (Vol. IV, p. 121.) 


Who, then, are the “merchants of Tarshish and all the 
young lions thereof”? We find this question answered in a 
little book by the Rev. J. H. Townsend, D.D., published 
1903, entitled The Brightening East: 


“In Ezekiel 38: 13, there is, I believe, a distinct prophecy of 
England under the expression ‘merchants of Tarshish.’ The 
prophet adds that these ‘merchants,’ with all the young lions 
thereof, shall cry against the intruder from the North. . . . Five 
and twenty years ago the late Canon Hoare said to me that he 
had no doubt ‘the young lions’ meant England’s colonies.” (P. 
92.) 


Thus, two generations or more ago, prophetic students 
had foreseen from Ezekiel 38 and 39 a coming struggle at 
the end between the British Empire and Russia, and that 
at the head of the latter would be a descendant, or descend- 
ants, of Esau. 


Edomites, or Idumeans 


Edom, signifying “red,” was a name given to Esau, 
which passed to a large section of his descendants. The 
land south of Palestine occupied by them became known 
by this name, or Idumea, the Greek form of Edom. 

Inheriting their father’s hatred for Jacob, these Edom- 
ites became Israel’s inveterate enemies. Josephus describes 
them as naturally barbarous and bloody. When Nebu- 
chadnezzar besieged Jerusalem, they joined in and cried: 
‘“‘Rase it, rase it, even to the foundation thereof” (Ps. 137: 
7). In the days of Hyrcanus (B.c. 135-106) the Jews in- 
corporated wholesale the Edomites, or Idumeans, from 
whom later sprang the Herods. When Jesus was born and 
wise men came enquiring, “Where is he that is born King 
of the Jews,” it was Herod who sought to destroy the young 
child (Matt. 2: 13). 

This opening of the door to Esau on the part of the Jews 
had dire consequences. An external foe is much easier to 
deal with than an internal one and Edom, when absorbed 
by the nation, began to exert a disrupting influence. For 
example, immediately prior to the Roman destruction of 
Jerusalem (a.p. 70) these Edomites, or Idumeans, re- 
volted, robbing and slaughtering thousands of Jews (see 
Josephus, Wars, Bk. IV, ch. v, sec. 1). “From this time,” 
says Dr. Wm. Smith, “Edomites, as a separate people, 
disappear from the pages of history.’ They went under- 
ground. Their name gradually dropped out and they 
became so merged within the Jewish nation as to be 
racially indistinguishable. 
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“The Idumean intrusion,” says Mr. David Davidson, “has 
brought a blight upon true Jewry and has placed an undeserved 
stigma upon the name of Israel. Behind the mask of Idumean 
physiognomy neither Jew nor Christian can discern what is true 
and what is false in Jewry, except by their respective works. By 
their works the Idumean influence is disclosed, as their works are 
revealing everywhere. The true Jew is a lovable personality and 
endearing to all who can truly contact him. The false Jew is 
abhorred by true Jew and Christian alike as having brought 
discredit upon the people whom God has chosen to be his serv- 
ants in the service of humanity.” 


This point has been labored somewhat in order to im- 
press the seriousness of the menace of this hidden force 
today. Edom, we believe, is a subversive element in all 
aspects of our national life, as well as in the United Nations 
and other international organizations. We believe Edom 
to have been the real author of the Protocols of Zion, where 
its plans and strategy are revealed; that the “‘red’”’ of Edom 
is to be seen in Red Russia and the Red Flag (one of its 
main objectives being the disruption of the British Empire 
and Commonwealth); that it was Edom behind the scenes 
who forced Britain out of Palestine, in order to seize, under 
the guise of “Israel,” the land promised to Jacob. Was 
not such an attempt envisaged by Malachi? 


“Whereas Edom saith, We are impoverished, but we will 
return and build the desolate places; thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, They shall build, but I will throw down; and they shall 
call them, The border of wickedness, and, The people against 
whom the Lord hath indignation for ever.” (Mal. 1: 4.) 

Thus, Esau’s forces are now deeply intrenched within 
and without. Under Amalek exists a great confederacy of 
enemy powers who have taken, or are about to take 
“crafty counsel against thy people . . . thy hidden ones,” 
saying, ““Come, and let us cut them off from being a 
nation; that the name of Israel may be no more in re- 
membrance”’ (Ps. 83: 3-8). But “the Lord shall have them 
in derision” (Ps. 2). Is such a struggle imminent? Accord- 
ing to prophecy it is to be a world war in all the elements. 


World War 


In Ezekiel 38, the military operations described are 
chiefly those to take place in Palestine, but from verses 19 
and 20 we understand it will evidently be a war fought in 
the air, at sea and on land, for it will affect birds, fishes, 
cattle and creeping things. It is described as ‘‘a great 
shaking,” and the same war mentioned by Haggai is 
depicted as a “‘shaking”’ of “‘all nations’” — a world war. It 
could not have been fought prior to 1914-1918, for until 
then aerial warfare had not been introduced. Nor could it 
have been World War I or World War II, for in both of 
these Russia was our ally. Therefore, it must relate to a 
future war. Considering that during the past nine years or 
so Russia has become aggressively hostile toward Britain 
and America, and has developed an immensely powerful 
army, navy and air force — and is today “‘the most heavily 
armed state in the world” — does it not point to this 
“Time of Trouble” being close upon us? 


The Abomination of Desolation 
Jacob’s Trouble, as described by Jeremiah, is likened to 
the birth pangs in childbirth: 


“Wherefore do I see every man with his hands on his loins, as 
a woman in travail, and all faces are turned into paleness?” 
(Jer. 30: 6.) 
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In His Olivet prophecy, our Lord likewise stressed the 
fearfulness of this coming ordeal: 

*“Men’s hearts failing them for fear [the Revised Version has 
the marginal rendering, “‘expiring for fear’’], and for looking after 
those things which are coming on the earth.” (Luke 21: 26.) 


Is there any agency capable of creating such terror 
today? Twenty-five years ago these statements had no 
meaning; today they are intelligible to all. 

Jesus associated the “Great Tribulation” at the end of 
the age — the greatest of all in world history — with a 
mysterious “Abomination of Desolation” spoken of by 
Daniel the Prophet (Matt. 24: 15-21). A century ago — 
long before the bomber, high explosives and atomic bombs 
were ever dreamed of—a Hebrew scholar, the Rev. 
Albert Barnes, comprehended the literal meaning of the 
Hebrew phrases in Daniel relating to this “Abomination” 
as something “Shaving resemblance to the wings of a bird 
spread out . . . pouring down desolation upon people 
in the manner of a storm” (Notes on the Book of Daniel, Vol. 
II, pp. 204-207; pub. 1853). In its final form, can it be 
other than the modern bomber and the H-bomb? Is this 
to be the main cause of Jacob’s fear; the terrifying weapon 
in Esau’s hands that is to “scatter” (break) his “power,” 
bring him to his knees and, above all, to God? 


The World Not To Be Destroyed 


Despite the awful power of this last desolating agency, 
there is no hint of the world being destroyed, or of the 
human race being exterminated. Rather, we find the as- 
surance of Divine intervention and a shortening of the 
days of tribulation “for the elect’s sake” (Matt. 24: 22). 
Indeed, this black cloud, so ominously threatening, has a 
silver lining, for beyond it lies a new and better world, a 
world purged of evil men and evil systems, a new age of 
righteousness and lasting peace: 


“When ye see these things come to pass, know ye that the 
kingdom of God is nigh at hand.” (Luke 21: 31.) 


At a Time Appointed the End Shall Be 


Many Bible prophecies have periods, often expressed in 
mystical terms, attaching to them. Are they meaningless? 
Some have discovered evidence in them that God is over- 
ruling and that His program for the world is working out 
to a timetable. 

In Daniel, for instance, preceding the reference to the 
“scattering of the power of the Holy People,” a period is 
given of “‘a time, times, and an half’ (Dan. 12:7); then, 
associated with the Abomination of Desolation in the same 
chapter, is a period of 7290 days (Dan. 12: 11); and in the 
next verse a period of 7335 days, leading to blessing. ‘Turn- 
ing to Christ’s prophecy, we find that a notable event to 
happen during this epoch at the end — Jerusalem’s libera- 
tion — would mark the fulfillment of the “‘7imes of the 
Gentiles’ (Luke 21: 24). Finally, from start to finish, this 
final Time of Trouble would occupy a “‘generation” (Matt. 
24: 34). What do these cryptic periods signify? 

From the point of view of the main fulfillment of 
prophecy, they represent, on the scale of a day for a year, 
periods of years. 

The Times of the Gentiles — a great “‘week,” of which each 
“day” is 360 years — stands for 2520 years. The period 
during which Jerusalem, from the time it became subject 
to Babylon, would continue under Gentile rule. 
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“Time, times and an half’ — the half of 2520 — 1260 
years. In Revelation 11: 2 and 3, this period respectively 
is stated as “forty and two months” and “1260 days.” 
It represents the rise and decline of both Papal power 
(Dan. 7: 25) and Moslem power (Rev. 11: 2). 

**A thousand two hundred and ninety days” — 1290 years. A 
30-year extension of the 1260 years leading to the Abomi- 
nation of Desolation. 

**A thousand three hundred and fwe and thirty days’? — 1335 
years. A 75-year extension of the 1260 years, leading to 
blessing — the fullness of blessing. 

A ‘Generation’? — 40 years. ‘The Greek word translated 
“generation” in Matthew 24: 34 and Luke 21: 32 is repre- 
sented as 40 years in Hebrew 3: 8-9. 

The first and fourth of the above periods are dealt with 
convincingly in Light For the Last Days * by Grattan 
Guinness, published 1886 (ist edn.). Here, on page 343, 
it is shown that from the first year of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
reign, B.c. 604, when Jerusalem’s treading-down began, 
2520 years would end in a.p. 1917; moreover, that 1917 
would be the 1335th year of the Mohammedan calendar. 
Would it bring great happenings for Jerusalem? It was in 
1917 that a British army — note British, and that it was an 
army representative of the Empire — wrested the Holy 
City from Moslem Turkey. The significance of this event 
did not pass unnoticed. In an address given in London, 
January 1919, Dr. Handley Moule (Bp. of Durham) 
observed: 

“Guinness wrote that they who should see 1917 would prob- 
able see a great epoch for Jerusalem. ‘The year came, and Allenby, 


reverently victorious, walked as liberator through the Jaffa 
Gate.”

The epoch of trouble at the end is frequently referred 
to as a time of “‘travail.”’ The sign given by our Lord for 
‘sorrows’ to begin (lit. “‘travail’? as in R. V.) was a world 
war — “Nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom” (Matt. 24: 7-8) — which answered to 
the Great War of 1914-1918. But as the whole period of 
travail is to occupy a “generation” — 40 years — and 
Jerusalem’s deliverance in 1917 was but partial, is this 
to be completed during the birth-pangs stage, which must 
now be near? The year 1957 will be the 1335th solar year 
from the Hegira, a.p. 622.

The Times of the Gentiles represent the lifetime of the 
fourfold image of Daniel (chap. 2) and of the four wild- 
beast empires of Daniel (chap. 7) — Babylon, Persia, 
Greece and Rome. Again, the end is prefigured as a great 
world calamity, a stone suddenly striking the image, 
causing it to crash to dust. 

The fourth beast, Rome, is depicted as existing in two 
successive stages, which history proves to have been the

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case, for when world rule by emperors ceased (Pagan 
Rome), world rule by bishops began (Papal Rome). The 
period assigned to the latter was “‘a time, times, and an 
half’? (Dan. 7: 25), or half the Times of the Gentiles, v7z., 
1260 years. Students of prophecy have observed that 
stages in the rise of Papal power have been consistently 
followed, 1260 years later, by stages in its decline. 

But what bearing can this have upon our subject? 
Merely that it may throw light on the nearness of the 
final aspects of Jacob’s Trouble. Guinness maintained that 
the full development of the Roman Church was reached 
when the Pope, having by decree become supreme head 
of the Church on earth, ordered the Latin tongue to be 
used exclusively in Divine worship throughout Christen- 
dom. The date for this was, he believed, a.p. 633. Conse- 
quently, 1260 years later would end in 1923, when, by 
implication, the Grand Climax might be expected. But 
nothing happened. Guinness, it seemed, had been mis- 
taken. Had he been incorrect in his dating? Some authori- 
ties name A.D. 666 for the enforcement of this Latinizing 
Decree. Surely where he went wrong was in taking as his 
measuring rod 1260 years, whereas it is specifically men- 
tioned that desolation would come at the end of a 1290 
period. Hence, the following may prove a closer ap- 


proximation:

Conclusion 


From these considerations the world’s greatest tribula- 
tion, it would seem, is close upon us. 

Metaphorically, it might be said that the arena is now 
ready for the last round — the knockout — of the age- 
long conflict between the title holders, the descendants of 
Jacob, the British and American peoples, and the chal- 
lengers, the descendants of Esau, Soviet Russia, confident 
now that they are capable of dealing a deathblow and 
seizing possession. But there is One behind Jacob who 
will not let him down. 

Considered from the Bible standpoint, conditions na- 
tionally are today uncommonly like those which pre- 
vailed at the Brook Jabbok — an overwhelming force led 
by Esau threatening extermination, increasing fear, anxiety 
for dependents and loved ones, Jacob limping, trusting in 
the arm of flesh more than in His God, ready to adopt 
any expedient to stave off the evil day, about to enter a 
night of anguish. That such an appalling situation would 
arise is abundantly clear from Bible prophecy; where, 
moreover, instructions for safety are to be found, as well 
as the comfort many so sorely need today. 

‘He shall be saved out of it” is the promise. 


“Fear thou not, O my servant Jacob . . . I am with thee, 
saith the Lord, to save thee.” (Jer. 30: 10-11.) 

“At that time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book.” (Dan. 12: 1.) 


Deliverance, not destruction, is to be the portion of all 
of Jacob’s descendants. God Himself will deal with our 
enemies and break the bonds that now hold us to corrupt 
and evil systems. 

How is it coming about? Is it to be as in the case of Jacob 
of old? Is our power to be completely broken and are we 
to be rendered so helpless nationally that we shall be 
compelled to turn in full surrender to God? Is the dis- 
integration and weakening of the British Empire a sign 
that this process has now begun? Is it to be completed by 
circumstances such as we have been led to envisage? 

The only escape is a spiritual one; and the sooner our 
leaders realize this the better. Every attempt on the 
material plane will fail. Immediately after we are forced 
to turn to God with all our hearts, the miracle will happen, 
as it did in the experience of Jacob. We shall be given 
protection and the blessing of genuine conversion, for we 
have the promise: “‘A new heart also will I give you, and a 
new spirit will I put within you” (Ez. 36: 26). Coupled 
with this, the assurance is given through Ezekiel (Ez. 39: 
29): “Neither will I hide my face any more from them 

. saith the Lord God.”

London, October 7 (By CABLE) 
MERICA Is aware that her allies are reluctant to risk 
A the slightest chance of hotting up Cold War II. 
Dulles is convinced that, if the West just drags 
along, the eventual cost will prove to be Hot War III, 
which, he thinks, would be a great deal worse than what 
he proposes. The British government is torn between 
what it knows would be technically correct and the mood 
of public opinion. It is caught in a trap. It knows that the 
public wants peace at almost, though not quite, any 
price. The arguments necessary for support of German 
rearmament and Southeast Asian defense are, for example, 
sometimes the exact opposite of those which must be used 
to prove that the Conservatives are just as keen for peace 
as Attlee and Co. Mr. Eden faces extraordinary difficulties 
and is very worried. Mr. Attlee, who is no fool, sees this 
and uses the peace ticket to create an election atmosphere. 
He well knows that there is not the slightest basis for his 
slogans. But power beckons him. Thus, he plays the peace 
card. 

Mr. Mendeés-France is out to smash the American 
front. This man is no objective neutral. He is ready for 
an “evolutionary Communism,” although he would deny 
it, and, if necessary, will quickly change his tune. His 
real aim is to exclude America from Europe and to create 
an “evolutionary” Peking-Moscow-Berlin-Paris axis. He 
thinks that Communism, if brought into partnership, will 
evolve to the point at which European leftists could 
accept it. In order to achieve his aim, he thinks that risks 
must be taken; EDC smashed; Russia brought into a 
European system; and Germany unified and de-Ameri- 
canized so that she joins with both Russia and France. 
This, Mendés-France thinks, will prove to be the greatest 
act of twentieth century statesmanship. India should 
play the same role in Asia as France plays in Europe. 
Mendés-France and Nehru are thus to become historic 
figures of the greatest importance. 

China is out to exclude America from Asia, if 2 necessary 
by war. She thinks she can keep Britain neutral and that 
America, fighting at the end of long lines of communica- 
tion, could be exhausted, and that she would not dare to 
use atomic weapons. Anyhow, China is not much im- 
pressed by atomic warfare. (In this she may prove wrong.) 
She bases her confidence on the outcome of the Korean 
and Indo-Chinese wars. She is elated by India’s move 
leftwards, her great success in taking over Tibet and 
Britain’s inability to pacify Malaya; also by the leftward 
trends in Burma and Indonesia. She means to make 
trouble for America. The Soviet government is half 
amazed and half elated by recent trends; amazed that the 
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West has not exploited Russia’s internal weaknesses; 
elated that she has been able to smash the original EDC. 
She is amazed that the British government has not used 
its knowledge about the Burgess and Maclean affair to 
arouse a nation-wide anti-Communism; elated that the 
so-called peace party has made such strides. 

We have good reason to think that Russia is building 
up her forces with a clear objective. She believes that if 
she can pull off her European aims there will be no 
reason for her to attack Western Europe. Covered by 
Germany and France while America is engaged in Asia, 
she hopes, after having infiltrated Persia, that she can 
walk into the Middle East without more than a British 
protest. This is her next major territorial aim. The danger 
which would lurk beyond the breakdown of European 
defense plans is a Soviet invasion of the Middle East. 
Russia thinks Britain would swallow the pill rather than 
risk war. We have good reason to think that if European 
defense projects came to nothing; if Adenauer fell; if 
America became involved over Formosa, then danger in 
the Middle East would become very near indeed. Mendés- 
France thinks he can keep France out of trouble; Churchill 
is tied hand and foot by the charge of warmongering; 
Eisenhower is afraid of making relations with Britain 
worse by appearing alarmist; Adenauer is in difficulties 
because his European plans have failed. 

Many political experts think that the Churchill govern- 
ment would be well advised to take public opinion into 
its confidence over foreign affairs. If it said all it knew, 
it would gain decisive support. It has been urged, for 
example, to spill the whole story of the wretched Burgess- 
Maclean business. This alone would stymie a good many 
prominent Socialists. It has also been urged to publish 
all it knows about the activities of Dr. Otto John, which 
would put a stop to much of the anti-EDC propaganda, 
not only in Britain, but in France. Many of the govern- 
ment’s advisers have urged that the whole facts of Russian 
and Chinese armaments should be published together 
with all that is known of recent Soviet activities in Persia. 

It has been argued that a political decline must be 
expected if the Tories remain silent about the foreign 
situation, the Burgess-Maclean business, Otto John, etc., 
while giving Socialist leaders a clear platform in the 
country from which to exploit a false peace cry and twist 
certain economic factors out of all recognition. The 
silence of the government, combined with the twistings 
of the Opposition, is going to cause more trouble than the 
busy Tory leaders realize. Vicious lies are in wide circula- 
tion and are being accepted as facts, largely because the 
Tories are silent. 
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When Syngman Rhee visited Washington, he found 
three men there who were wholly sympathetic to his 
views — Mr. Dulles, Admiral Radford and Senator Know- 
land. These three men still support the policy of liberation 
— despite all setbacks. They have strong support amongst 
atomic scientists and service chiefs for their contention 
that the time for a vigorous foreign policy is now. They 
believe that within two years the Soviet Union will have 
caught up with the U. S. A. in H-bomb research and 
production. They think that, given two years, the internal 
difficulties of the Soviet Union may have settled down 
again. They are afraid that by that time the Khrushchev- 
Govorov group will have carried the day. This would 
mean that the protagonists of early military aggression 
were in power in Russia. They know too that the war 
party in Moscow is ready to share world domination 
with Red China, and they do not believe in any split 
between Moscow and Peking. These men think that, if 
such a situation is allowed to develop, the United States 
will find itself on the defensive against overwhelming 
odds. On the other hand, they believe that a strong 
dynamic foreign policy now would involve little im- 
mediate danger of world war. 

President Eisenhower is inclined to a somewhat different 
opinion. He is thoroughly depressed by both Britain and 
France. Nevertheless, he refuses to visualize a breakup 
of the alliance between America and her allies, and he is 
therefore prepared to do anything in his power to safeguard 
what he calls Western unity. In certain conversations he 
has hinted that he is ready to accept many distasteful 
things, if by so doing he can recreate a common front. 
The President is haunted by fear of the United States 
being isolated. On the other hand, he is deeply impressed 
by what his military advisers tell him, and he is constantly 
trying to steer a middle course between the sense of 
urgency impressed by the service chiefs and his own fear 
of isolation. This is the true explanation of White House 
policy. 

There is great trouble in Bonn today, which has been 
growing since the beginning of the summer. It is unlikely 
that it has yet reached its peak. Since Mendés-France 
became Prime Minister of France, a great part of the 
West German population has begun to doubt the wisdom 
of Adenauer’s policy of seeking understanding with France 
at almost any price. As Dr. Adenauer’s main asset was 
the apparent success of his foreign policy, the doubts 
about it which have now arisen have had serious repercus- 
sions on his standing with the population. Recent by- 
elections and the Land elections in Schleswig-Holstein 
have shown that his party is losing popular support. His 
prospects in the autumn elections are none too promising. 

There are important facts about Dr. John’s escape 
which are not yet known to the public. The first of these 
is that he was forced to go over to Eastern Germany by 
blackmail. He had for a long time been in intimate 
contact with the Communist authorities, but he did not 
want to go to Eastern Germany. He was compelled by 
two threats, the first of which was that of exposing certain 
scandalous moral conduct. What was even more decisive 
for Dr. John was the fact that he was threatened with 
the full revelation of his past as a Gestapo spy. It is now 
known that, for many years before and during the war, 
he was working for the Gestapo and was informing on 
his own friends. There are several well-known men in 
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Germany today who are under the same cloud as Dr. 
John, and sooner or later may have to go the same way. 

There is also a British side to the John affair which 
should be clarified. What advance knowledge was at the 
disposal of a certain British journalist who was on the 
spot in Berlin and was able to give out a version of John’s 
escape which coincided precisely with what the Soviet 
authorities wished the Western public to think? Was 
this information given to the allied authorities by him? 
If not, why not? Full investigation of the English connec- 
tions of von Putlitz and John should be made forthwith 
in the interest of British as well as general Western security. 
Both John and von Putlitz retained friendships in England 
after their very dubious characters were known. Which 
members of the Foreign Office were in personal cor- 
respondence with these two men, and were they the same 
persons who were on close terms with Burgess and 
Maclean? 

All the reports which we have received point with 
increasing insistence to the fact that Red China has her 
eyes on the South and that Communist expansion in 
Southeast Asia is nowhere near an end. In spite of the 
cease fire in Indo-China, Chinese troop movements toward 
the south have continued with disquieting persistence. 
It is now certain that there are Soviet naval forces based 
on Hainan island as well as at certain points in Southern 
China. All are submarines but the most recent intelligence 
indicates that several Russian destroyers are expected to 
arrive at Hainan fairly soon. 

An interesting news item in the military sphere is that 
Russia and China have set up a joint atomic research 
and development establishment in Inner Mongolia, at 
which Russian and Chinese scientists are working on an 
entirely new approach to the military use of atomic power. 
There are also several other foreign experts. One report 
says that an American lady scientist is working there. 
She is said to have been working on atomic research at 
Los Alamos in the U. S. A. and to have left there for Red 
China. 

Our latest reports from the Soviet Union cover military, 
religious and economic affairs. In June and July some 
important tests took place in the Poluostrov Taimyr area. 
The most interesting of the tests were of the new TU-37 
and TU-39 long-range bombers. These are now in pro- 
duction and it is intended that by 1957 they will have fully 
replaced the present TU-4 aircraft. The tests made a 
great impression on those who observed them. During 
these tests, a new type of helicopter was used. Another 
test was that of a new missile, fitted with the M-103 
rocket propulsion unit. It is thought that this missile can 
be fitted with an atomic warhead but not an H-bomb. 
Its range is nearly 3,000 kilometers (1,875 miles). Russian 
military technicians expect that, by early 1958, further 
developments will have taken place which will give these 
missiles a range of about 9,000 kilometers (5,625 miles). 
With this range it would be possible to bombard many 
parts of the world, including the U. S. A.

MORE important speech has 
| \ | been made in the United 
States Senate in recent years 
than that by Senator William E. Jen- 
ner of Indiana on August 13. In the 
rush of news, the national and inter- 
national importance of this address 
was buried almost completely. We 
summarize here some points and quote 
excerpts which every thoughtful Amer- 
ican should read and ponder. 

Senator Jenner’s speech goes to the 
fundamentals of why, having glori- 
ously won World War II, America has 
suffered unending diplomatic defeats, 
which have brought humiliation at 
the hands of Soviet Russia, complete 
loss of face in Asia, and indifference 
and distrust among our European 
“Allies.” 

Today most of Southeastern Asia is 
as good as gone. France and Italy may 
go any day. West Germany may be 
forced to consolidate with East Ger- 
many under the Soviet yoke. After 
that, how long Britain, Spain, Portu- 
gal and the Middle East could last 
would be open questions. With a con- 
tinuance of the diplomatic disasters of 
the past ten years, America would 
presently end up as one more Soviet 
Republic. 

Evil forces have been at work back 
of the scenes. But until Senator Jenner 
spoke, no one in high office has dared 
so openly to try to penetrate the fog or 
even suggest what those sinister forces 
may be. 

“There is only one thing,” said 
Senator Jenner, ‘“‘which the American 
people need from their government 
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. . the truth. ... The American 
people will find their way over any 
obstacles, through any fog, against any 
foe, foreign or domestic, if they have 
the truth. I do not believe our people 
can ever find the answers to their 
present problems if their officials feed 
them a diet of lies.”’ 

Speaking of the so-called peace 
agreement in Indo-China, he said: 


“The Geneva agreement is not a local 
defeat in Indo-China. It is a defeat in 
grand strategy, in our ability to plan and 
execute a defense and counterattack against 
the new barbarian invasions. . . .” * 

“The United States has been out- 
thought, out-traded, and out-generalled. 
. . . [he damage goes deeper than that. 
Under-Secretary Bedell Smith says we 
have agreed not to upset the Geneva agree- 
ment by force. What does that mean? It 
means, Mr. President, that we have 
agreed to give no military help to the rest 
of Indo-China. The Red Chinese have 
told Laos and Cambodia that they may 
have French military advisers or British 
military advisers. But American military 
advisers? ‘Oh, no,’ says Chou En-lai. And 
we say nothing. 

“Under UN, we can give no military 
help to Thailand, which might upset the 
Geneva agreement. 

*‘We are bound, hand and foot, to put 
no military aid into the states on the Com- 
munist frontier in Southeast Asia, Mr. 
President. We cannot lift a finger to give 
military help to the little countries the 
Communists plan to devour next. 

‘Let us be honest with ourselves. ‘That 
means the United States is guaranteeing 
Communist conquests, whatever double 
talk we may hear. . . . We are already 
committed to guarantee of the ‘status 
quo,’ with the ‘status quo’ fixed wherever 
the Communists decide to put it... .” 


The Senator added: 


“There is no competent person in Asia, 
in Europe, in the Americas, no one within 
the Soviet orbit, who does not know that 
the United States was the self-appointed 
leader of the plan to give the free nations 
of Asia the means to defend themselves,

and that the United States has suffered 
overwhelming defeat.” 


If we had set out to convince the 
world that we are impotent at the 
conference table, a more effective job 
could hardly have been done. Should 
we be surprised that even Britain, our 
closest ally, as we have always sup- 
posed, has turned her back on us and 
gone to Moscow and Peiping and has 
been drinking vodka and whatever 
they drink in China when friends get 
together? 

And, meanwhile, America contin- 
ues to be impotent, and we can be sure 
that she wll continue to be, and that 
these diplomatic ‘‘mistakes”’ will con- 
tinue — unless our whole foreign pol- 
icy is reversed. 

Then the Senator points out: 


“After World War II, our promised 
help to Free China was neutralized by the 
power of a small clique within the Ameri- 
can government and in the press, which 
engaged us in a series of futile negotiations 
to establish ‘peaceful co-existence’ between 
the Nationalist government and the Red 
armies in China. 

“During the Korean War, the military 
strength of the United States was neu- 
tralized because the same small clique, 
within the State Department and the press, 
bogged us down in futile negotiations over 
terms for ‘peaceful co-existence’ between 
Free Korea and Red China.” 


Then, in January 1953: 


“. . . a new administration took over, 
pledged to put an end to the rule of this 
small clique which had so successfully 
neutralized the military power of the 
United States in Asia as in Europe, and 
had twice thrown away costly victories 
won by our fighting men. . . .” 


Has an end been put to the rule of 
this small clique? President Eisen- 
hower, said the Senator, took two im- 
portant steps: he rescinded the. infa- 
mous order, drafted by this pro-Com- 
munist clique, ordering the U. S. 
Navy to protect the Red China coast 
at the very moment the Reds were 
killing our young men; and he retired 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff who had 
served in this time of betrayal. But 
obviously these steps were not enough. 
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The Senator says he has been 
searching unceasingly to find the in- 
visible bars which blocked what should 
have been “‘obvious policy.” 


“In the bill recently reported to the 
Senate authorizing funds for the Foreign 
Operations Administration, I think I have 
found the light, delicate, but oh so power- 
ful silken threads which prevented our mil- 
itary leaders and defense officials from 
carrying out the obvious strategy to keep 
Red China from new conquests after the 
Korean agreement was signed. 

“It is the internationalist-collectivist 
lawyers who have neutralized American 
military power and made our promises 
ridiculous before the world. It is difficult 
for you or me to believe that that vast 
aggregation of tangible power, called the 
American military establishment, may be 
led by the ablest men, may be equipped 
with vast funds, may have huge numbers of 
trained fighters, may be fully committed 
to holding back the Communist threat, 
and yet be reduced to impotence by the 
thin silken meshes of the law.” 


And then the Senator quotes these 
lines from the Mutual Defense Act just 
recently passed: 


“The silken thread which has made that 
fund unavailable for the needs of the free 
nations of Asia is the little clause which ap- 
pears in the Act stating that the Congress 
‘reaffirms the policy of the United States 
to achieve international peace and se- 
curity through the United Nations so that 
armed force shall not be used except in 
the common defense.’ ” 


The Senator explains: 


“The money is appropriated by the 
American Congress. It comes from the 
American taxpayers. It is to a large extent 
spent by American Defense officials, but 
it has been so completely booby-trapped 
by the legal experts of the Acheson regime 
that the money is of no value whatso- 
ever to protect anyone against the Red 
Geath. ...” 

“What is the United Nations policy for 
what they call peace in Asia? We know 
the answer, Mr. President. The United 
Nations policy during the Korean war was 
to prevent American military leaders and 
American fighting men from winning a 
victory over the Communist forces. You 
remember the details. Our commanders 
were not permitted the right of hot pursuit 
against attacking the Red planes. They 
were not permitted to bomb attacking 
forces in Red China, before they could kill 
our men. They were not permitted to 
bomb Rashin until it was too late. 

“Most fantastic of all, the American 
forces were not permitted to carry the war 
to the soil of their enemy, but were com- 
pelled to limit all fighting to devastation 
of the territory of their ally. 
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“IT need not remind you that, when 
everything else fails, the commander of 
the American forces, who was also our 
highest official in all Asia, was summarily 
removed from command and called home.” 


The doctrine of “‘collective security”’ 
has failed. It has failed because 
“through UN” it “limits the United 
States to military and political policies 
which have the approval of Soviet 
Russia and its satellites in the Security 
Council.” 

The Senator continues: 


“One more point is necessary, Mr. 
President, to make this whole story clear. 
Who devised the policies and regulations 
which hobble our Defense officials in their 
efforts to oppose Communism? These 
silken meshes are the work of a little inner 
circle of able, unscrupulous men in the 
State Department, in a few other posts in 
our government, and in the agencies of 
public opinion. These men, under the 
tutelage of Dean Acheson, Alger Hiss, 
Harry White, Philip Jessup and the rest, 
developed within our vast bureaucracy 
an inner steering group which, behind a 
curtain of secrecy, makes its own laws. It 
is free of any control of Congress, the 
President, and the courts. It has dominated 
American foreign and military policy 
through its skill in manipulating laws, 
directives, committees, conferences, re- 
ports, and briefing sessions.”’ 


“The UN,” said the Senator, “‘rep- 
resents a working alliance among the 
leftwing collectivist elites who wield 
the actual political power in those na- 
tions today. . . .” 


“For the last fifteen years, we have had 
no military program for defense of the 
United States. We do not have one now, 
and we will not have one until we here in 
Congress cut the cords which bind our 
military to the Acheson foreign policy, the 
Acheson clique in the press, and the Ache- 
son clique which keeps UN in a state of 
permanent confusion and appease- 
memt.... 

“The people of the United States want 
their Defense Department and their mili- 
tary establishment to give them the best 
professional advice on how to make our 
country secure. We do not want carefully 
doctored advice. We do not want advice 
strained through the channels of any other 
government departments, to serve the 
hidden purposes of their ruling cliques. 

“Our country needs the best professional 
military advice, as we have never needed 
it in our history. We are not getting it.” 


“The architect of this new kind of 
government,” Senator Jenner says, 
“‘was Harry Hopkins.” The Senator 
continues: 


“It was the left-wing collectivist elite in 
our government which learned how to 


manipulate the levers of government in the 
thirties, which grew to global dimensions 
in the war, and which consolidated its 
power in a legal spider web of treaties, 
executive agreements, conferences, and 
directives, in preparation for permanent 
control of our post-war policies. 

“Dean Acheson completed the legal 
maze. With the help of Alger Hiss, Philip 
Jessup and others, he coordinated all the 
powers his predecessors had discovered. In 
addition he devised a perfect maze of 
boards and commissions high up in the 
governmental stratosphere, above the 
Cabinet, where decisions on military and 
political policy could be made by his men 
without ‘interference’ by Congress. 

‘Acheson also devised a maze of treaties 
and charters and conferences in which 
American sovereignty was diluted and 
American military might was hamstrung. 

“He and his collaborators put the re- 
strictions into the UN Charter, its pacts, 
NATO, the German peace contract and 
the Mutual Security Act. . . .” 

“‘We have not yet found out who took 
over the vast surpluses of war material in 
1945, worth many billions of dollars, and 
smashed them, or threw them into the sea, 
so they could not be given to Free China, 
or any country the Communists were plan- 
ning to attack.” 


Senator Jenner simplifies the prob- 
lem thus: 


“I see disturbing indications that our 
armed forces have been subjected to a 
carefully planned Communist campaign 
working through many channels, to 
weaken our military strength so far as it 
could be done without detection, and to 
separate it as far as possible from Congress. 

“We have learned what hidden Com- 
munists did to our foreign policy agencies. 
We have not spelled out what they did to 
our military agencies.” 


The Senator states his remedy: 


“I want something very simple. I want 
to cut the silken threads which tie our 
Defense establishment to any policy or 
agency except Defense. I want our military 
to work at one problem only — how can 
we best protect the United States, today? 

“I do not want our military to be limited 
to explaining how to defend the United 
States within the framework of alliances 
and global commitments made by Hopkins, 
Acheson, White and Hiss. I want the 
President, the Secretary of Defense, and 
our military experts to prepare the best 
possible plan for defense of our country, 
without reference to existing foreign policy 
commitments, and to report the results to 
Congress and the people. . . .” 


And then the Senator concluded: 


“We are still bound by the commitments 
these men made in the UN Charter. We

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September 29, 1954 
RANTIC FUTILITY marked the ef- 
Re of Western governments to 
cope with the ever-grimmer reali- 
ties of the global crisis in the late 
summer of 1954. In Asia as in Europe, 
the Pollyanna expedients which Amer- 
ica and Britain hoped would hold 
at bay the ruthless Soviets were col- 
lapsing into dust and chaff. For blind, 
pleasure-bent Anglo-Saxondom, long 
indifferent to the will of its Creator 
and Redeemer, the sands of time were 
fast running out. 

Already glaringly apparent was the 
misjudgment of those who hoped that 
the line set up by the Indo-China 
armistice would check the Communist 
advance in Southeast Asia. Factional 
dissension reduced free Indo-China to 
a state of near-anarchy which made 
it ripe for a Communist coup. In 
Laos, Red agents hastened the process 
by the familiar tactics of terrorism and 
assassination. 

Around the world, Western states- 
men worked desperately to seal the 
breach in European defenses left by 
French rejection of the EDC project. 
In the main these efforts centered 
around attempts to integrate German 
divisions directly into NATO forces. 
Yet here again clock hands pointed 
ominously to the lateness of the hour. 
Pro-Western Chancellor Adenauer’s 
party lost state elections in Schleswig- 
Holstein. Victorious were the So- 
cialists who favor re-orientation of 
German policy toward the East. 

The French National Assembly’s 
EDC debate opened on a date of 
exceptional chronological significance. 
Part of this data was charted last 
month, including the fact that it 
came on the lunar terminal of 11 X 
1260 days after America’s entry into 
World War I. 

Equally noteworthy is the interval 
of 1600 plus 15 X 120 days which 
separates August 28 from May 7-8, 
1945 when the surrender of Germany 
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closed the European phase of World 
War II. This sequence combines the 
chronological factors indicating judg- 
ment and final warning. As Chart I 
notes (near bottom), the period also 
equals the sum of 2520 and 880 days. 
This combination connotes Divinely- 
directed trial or probation. 

Over and over again the time- 
factors stress the crucial importance 
of the 1335 days from mid-1954 to 
early 1958. From August 28 such a 
period extends to April 24, 1958, which 
also terminates two outstanding dis- 
placement cycles. It will be 10 XK 286 
days after the Korean war began on 
June 25, 1950. In addition, it falls 
6 X 286 days after Russia tested her 
H-bomb on August 12, 1953 (bottom 
of Chart I). The 1335 factor is a 
number of blessedness for the “‘sheep”’ 
nations (Matt. 25: 32-46) qualified 
for entrance into the Kingdom of 
Heaven upon earth, but of judgment 
for all peoples in opposition to the 
great Divine plan. 

The French Assembly vote which 
killed EDC came on August 30. This 
date was 1335 days before April 26, 
1958, which will be 10 X 286 days 
after America’s entry into the Korean 
war on June 27, 1950 (bottom of 
Chart ITT). 

Immediately after the French ac- 
tion, Secretary of State Dulles de- 
clared that the NATO Council would 
have to convene in emergency session 
to consider alternate plans to replace 
the defunct EDC. He also stated that 
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the United States would have to 
‘“‘reappraise its foreign policies, par- 
ticularly those in relation to Europe.”’ 
This was 7 X 120 days (warning per- 
fected) before December 18, 1956, 
which will be 12 X 1290 days after 
Germany entered World War I on 
August 1, 1914 (top of Chart II). 

The reaction from Germany was 
more violent. Beset by political foes, 
Chancellor Adenauer on September 
1 issued an explosive communique 
abruptly altering West German policy. 
Scuttling the Bonn Pact, the Chancel- 
lor demanded restoration of German 
sovereignty and participation in West- 
ern Europe’s defenses “without dis- 
crimination.” To speed Germany’s 
integration into European defense, the 
Adenauer communique proposed a 
set of conferences between Germany 
and all EDC nations except France. 
Meanwhile, in London the British 
Cabinet decided at an emergency ses- 
sion to press for. limited rearmament 
of West Germany within the North 
Atlantic Alliance. 

Chancellor Adenauer’s communi- 
que terminating the Bonn Pact came 
precisely 7 X 120 days lunar (warning 
perfected) after the treaty was signed 
on May 26, 1952 (center of Chart I). 
In addition, the German develop- 
ments of September 1 fell 666 days 
solar after Franco-German talks on 
the Saar Territory collapsed on Octo- 
ber 25, 1952. Finally, September 1 
was 2300 days after British forces 
evacuated Palestine on May 15, 1948. 
The 2300 factor is that which Daniel 
relates to the cleansing of the Sanc- 
tuary at the close of the age (Dan. 
8: 14). 

Germany on September 2 de- 
manded “‘full and undiminished sover- 
eignty” as its price for contributing 
to the Western military alliance. The 
Bonn demand further embittered 
Franco-German relations and posed 
the threat of a clash over the special 
military rights which Great Britain 
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and the United States intended to 
retain in Germany. 

Time-factors set the September 2 
German move precisely into the un- 
folding pattern of European tribula- 
tion. It came 2300 days after the 
May 16, 1948 Great Pyramid coffer 
date and 7 X 120 days lunar after the 
European defense pacts were signed 
on May 27, 1952. And a solar fruition 
interval (1040 days), measured for- 
ward from September 2, terminates 
on July 23, 1957. This date will be 
10 X 286 days after September 23, 
1949 when President Truman dis- 
closed that Russia had exploded an 
atomic bomb (Chart IT). 

Not charted is the additional fact 
that September 2 was 2520 plus 2300 
days after the Russo-German war 
opened on June 22, 1941. 

The Far Eastern fever chart again 
spurted upward on September 3 when 
Communist Chinese artillery bom- 
barded the Nationalist-held Quemoy 
Islands off the China coast. Seen as 
a possible prelude to invasion, the 
action touched off a “vest pocket” 
war in which the Reds and Nationalists 
dueled daily with heavy guns and 
planes. 

The Quemoy bombardment came 
exactly 1600 days (space or extent of 


judgment) after April 17, 1950 when 
Communist Chinese forces launched 
their successful attack upon the Na- 
tionalist Island of Hainan. In addition, 
September 3 was 1260 plus 270 days 
(tribulation and birth travail) before 
the forty-year generation beginning at 
the 1918 Armistice terminates on No- 
vember 11, 1958 (top of Chart IIT). 

Nationalist Chinese planes from For- 
mosa on September 6 began hitting 
back at Communist mainland bases 
from which the Quemoy Islands were 
being bombarded. On the same day 
eight nations met in Manila to draft 
a defense treaty designed to block 
further Communist expansion in the 
Far East. 

These developments spotlighting 
Asiatic tribulation came exactly 15 X 
120 days (hour of warning) after Octo- 
ber 2, 1949 when Russia recognized 
the Chinese Communist government. 
They also fell 2 * 1290 days (desola- 
tion) after India received its inde- 
pendence in August 1947. And a lunar 
measure of fruition (1040 days) extends 
from September 6 to June 27, 1957, 
which will be 2520 days solar after 
America’s entry into the Korean war 
(top of Chart I). 

Another paper roadblock against 
Communist aggression was erected on 
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September 8 when eight nations signed 
an East-West alliance for the defense 
of Southeast Asia and proclaimed “a 
Pacific charter’? against colonialism. 
On the same day the United States 
disclosed secret information indicating 
the Communists were engaged in a 
major military build-up in the For- 
mosa Straits area. The date was 2 X 
1040 days after December 28, 1948 
when the United States announced 
its military evacuation of South Korea 
(not charted). 

Other Washington reports on Sep- 
tember 8 revealed that the United 
States had decided to send military 
aid to Egypt and Iraq. The disclosure 
came on the third day made perfect 
of 1600 plus 420 days after February 
24, 1949 when the Jewish-Egyptian 
armistice was signed. 

In a vote interpreted as repudiating 
Chancellor Adenauer’s policy of pro- 
moting a united Europe, the German 
state of Schleswig-Holstein on Septem- 
ber 12 overwhelmingly defeated the 
Chancellor’s Christian Democratic 
Union. Victory went to the Socialists 
who advocated negotiations with Rus- 
sia for Germany’s reunification. 

The portentous Schleswig-Holstein 
election came 1290 plus 666 days 
after May 5, 1949 when a Four-Power 
communique announced the end of 
the Berlin blockade. September 12 
also fell a doubled displacement inter- 
val (2 X 286 solar) before April 14, 
1956, which will be 1260 days after 
the United States first tested its H- 
bomb on November 1, 1952. Finally, 
alunar 7 X 120 warning interval sep- 
arates September 12 from December 
18, 1956, which will be 12 X 1290 
days after the outbreak of World War 
I. 


Refer now to the top of Chart 
IIT and note the outstanding sequence 
of European developments unfolded 
by the three terminals of the 7 X 120 
cycle extending back from December 
18, 1956. 

In Denver, President Eisenhower's 
National Security Council held an 
extraordinary Sunday session on Sep- 
tember 12 to weigh the grave problems 
posed by threatening Communist ac- 
tivity in the Far East. 

Great Britain on September 13 pro- 
posed an EDC substitute under which 
West Germany would be allowed to 
rearm within the Atlantic Pact. Under 
its provisions Britain and the EDC 
signatories would join in a long-term 
alliance calling for military, political, 
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economic and social cooperation. This 
came 7 X 120 days after the Bonn 
Pact was signed on May 26, 1952 
(center of Chart I). 

A Tehran report on September 14 
disclosed that a Red Spy ring which 
infiltrated the Iranian armed forces 
had given Russia detailed information 
on “every tank, gun and uniform” 
that the United States had sent Iran. 
The date was 390 days (Israel’s chas- 
tisement) after August 20, 1953 when 
the south wall of the Great Pyramid’s 
Hall of Judgment was reached. Upon 
that fateful milepost Iranian Premier 
Mossadegh was arrested and Russia 
announced it had exploded a hydrogen 
bomb (center of Chart ITI). 

September 14 was also 420 days 
lunar after July 27, 1953 when the 
Korean truce was signed. The 420 
factor is one-sixth of the 2520-day 
Biblical period of trial or probation. 

On September 16 France granted 
full independence to Vietnam. The 
step was taken despite a seething 
political crisis which threatened to 
plunge the partitioned Indo-Chinese 
state into civil war. Three powerful 
religious sects demanded that Premier 
Ngo Dinh Diem resign and make way 
for a democratic government “of, for, 
and by the people.” 

Significantly, Vietnam was granted 
its independence exactly 2520 days 
lunar after the UN voted to partition 
Palestine on November 29, 1947. In 
addition, September 16 was 1335 days 
lunar before April 24, 1958 (bottom 
of Chart I). Note that the mean 
terminal of this 1335 cycle measured 
back from the 1958 date marked 
another French contribution to global 
disintegration — the opening of de- 
bate on EDC in the National As- 
sembly. 

Great Britain and the United States 
on September 17 agreed on a plan 
to bring West Germany into the Atlan- 
tic Alliance on a basis of full equality. 
And in Moscow the Soviet Union 
announced that it had exploded an- 
other atomic weapon. From this a 
1040-day fruition interval extends to 
July 23, 1957, which will be 10 XK 286 
days after Russia’s first atomic explo- 
sion was disclosed in September 1949 
(bottom of Chart II). 

While the government of Vietnam 
threatened to collapse, Communist 
agents acted to spread chaos in the 
neighboring state of Laos. On Septem- 
ber 18 terrorists assassinated the Lao- 
tian Defense Minister and wounded 
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the Foreign Minister. This came 2 X 
286 days after Chiang Kai-shek re- 
pudiated Nationalist China’s friend- 
ship pact with the Soviet Union and 
a like interval (solar measurement) 
before April 20, 1956, which will be 
1290 days after Korean truce talks 
collapsed. September 18 was also 1335 
days lunar before April 26, 1958, 
which will be 10 X 286 days after 
America’s entry into the Korean war 
(Chart III). 

Premier Mendes-France on Septem- 
ber 20 deepened the European crisis 
by advancing a plan which rejected 
immediate German entry into NATO. 
Instead he proposed that German 
rearmament be safeguarded by pro- 
visions written into the Brussels Pact. 
Again a displacement or human error 
interval marks this development. It 
came exactly 2 X 286 days before 
April 14, 1956, which will be 1260 
days after the United States tested its 
first H-bomb (Chart IT). 

Below the equator, Chili on Sep- 
tember 20 declared a state of siege 
throughout most of the country to 
forestall a campaign of disorder 
planned by the Communists. This 
new irruption of global turbulence 
came 5 X 666 days after Russia en- 
tered the Far Eastern war on August 
8, 1945. In addition, September 20 
was 420 days after the July 27, 1953 
Korean truce (Chart ITI). 

Yet another Communist plot was 


nipped on September 23 when Iranian 
authorities arrested 44 Reds who had 
planned to destroy the huge Abadan 
refinery before a resumption of oil 
revenue could ease Iran’s perilous 
economic state. The date was precisely 
666 plus 420 days after Great Britain 
abandoned the Abadan installations 
on October 3, 1951. 

The United States, meanwhile, an- 
nounced its intention of proceeding 
with President Eisenhower’s “atoms 
for peace” plan with or without Rus- 
sian participation. Secretary of State 
Dulles submitted to the UN a four- 
point outline under which all nations 
wishing to participate could explore 
the peacetime uses of atomic energy. 
From this move a solar desolation 
interval (1290 days) extends to April 
24, 1958, which will be 6 X 286 days 
after Russia tested her H-bomb on 
August 12, 1953 (bottom of Chart I). 

On September 25 the United States 
made public a nine-month-long ex- 
change of correspondence with Russia 
on President Eisenhower’s atomic pool 
proposals. The Russian position, re- 
iterated undeviatingly, was that the 
Soviet Union could not and would 
not discuss peaceful use of atomic 
power until after the use of atomic 
weapons was outlawed. 

Again the number of desolation 
marks this development. It came pre- 
cisely 1290 days solar before April 
26, 1958, which will be 1600 days 
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(judgment) after President Eisenhower 
proposed his atomic pool plan on 
December 8, 1953 (bottom of Chart 
III). As indicated, the 1958 terminal 
will also be 10 X 286 days after Amer- 
ica’s entry into the Korean war. 

The swift and ominous deterioration 
in Indo-China was again underscored 
on September 26 when thousands of 
French Union troops sealed off Saigon 
from the countryside to prevent clashes 
and possible civil war between the 
Vietnam Army and private religious 
armed forces. The development fits 
into the unfolding Far Eastern pattern 
with striking precision. It fell 5 XK 666 
days after the Japanese surrendered 
on August 14, 1945 and 1600 days 
solar after Communist forces landed 
on Hainan Island in April 1950. Sep- 
tember 26 was also 420 days solar 
after the Korean truce was signed. 
And an interval of 2 X 286 days 
extends from September 26 to April 
20, 1956, which will be 1290 days 
after Korean truce talks collapsed in 
October 1952 (top of Chart ITT). 

Nine Powers convened in London 
on September 28 to seek a substitute 
European defense plan. France im- 
mediately snagged the conference by 
insisting that the future of the Saar 
Territory be settled at the same time 
as Germany’s role in continental de- 
fense. This was on the third day made 
perfect of 7 X 120 days solar after 
May 27, 1952 when the European 
pacts were signed. September 28 was 
also 2 X 286 days lunar before April 
14, 1956, which will be 1260 days 
after the United States tested its first 
H-bomb (Chart IT). 

Note particularly the significant un- 
foldment of the European crisis 
marked by the three terminals of the 
2 X 286 cycle terminating on April 
14, 1956. All of Chart II, in fact, will 
repay close study directed toward trac- 
ing out the precisely-linked step-by- 
step development of the European 
drama. The persistence of the atomic 
leitmotif should not be overlooked. It 
is the threat of atomic destruction, 
gripping European statesmen in a state 
of paralytic dread, which leads them 
to clutch at any expedient or resort 
to any compromise that offers the 
feeblest hope of averting an annihilat- 
ing war. 

The onsweep of global desolation 
and travail, while sometimes unspec- 
tacular, is nonetheless relentless and 
unceasing. With its strategic position 
in both Europe and the Far East 
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crumbling, the Anglo-Saxon world 
totters on the brink of a dark awesome 
abyss. Clear for all to see — all who 
are able to discern the basic realities 
of the world situation — is the fast- 
approaching moment when victory- 
flushed Communist hordes will move 
to crush demoralized America and 
Britain. 

Then at last, when NATO and 
SEATO, and all similar pacts, have 
proven futile, will come the awaken- 
ing. The way out of the impasse is 


not the help of men but the interven- 
tion of God. Once America and Britain 
recognize their identity, and assume 
their obligations as the nucleus-nations 
of the Kingdom of Heaven upon 
earth, they will find their Omnipotent 
Lord ready to wreak his long-foretold 
judgment upon their enemies.

of the Atlantic, the Japanese peace treaty, 
and every dollar we gave our military, to 
strengthen our allies, into the vise of the 
UN formula —that no nation can get 
weapons to defend itself if the UN, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, says its desire for 
independence is not ‘peace.’ ” 

**The New Look in defense must not be a 
slight rearrangement of the Hopkins- 
Acheson-Hiss-White military policy, but a 
wholly American military policy, made 
from the beginning by President Eisen- 
hower, Secretary Wilson, Admiral Rad- 
ford, and his colleagues, for one purpose
